THE EXPEDITION FROM INDIA TO CHINA. 
According to a telegram received on the 28th inst. from Bom- 
bay, it appears that 12,000 Europeans, and 8,000 Sepoy troops, 
are preparing to embark for China. 





JAPAN. 
YEDO. 

Mr. Alcock, the British Consul at Japan, has issued two notifi- 
cations recently, having reference to the trade carried on between 
the Japanese and foreigners. The first of these is on the subject 
of the currency of the dollar. It has been asserted several times 
that the Japanese have refused to carry out those provisions of the 
treaty which provide that all foreign coin should pass current in 
Japan for their corresponding weight in Japanese coin. But the 
British consul has intimated that the Japanese Government has 
been led to believe that British merchants have placed unfair 
obstacles in the way of this arrangement, by objecting to receive 
the dollar back in payment. At the same time that Mr. Aleock 
doubts whether this has been done, he expresses a hope that it 
will be determined that such shall not be the case. The other 
notification refers to the choice of ground for the crection of build- 
ings by British subjects. This document is very decisive, and 
lays down in plain terms that British subjects are not to have the 
option of choosing where they shall have ground, purchase build- 
ings, and erect dwellings and warehouses, because it is provided 
that the British consul and Japanese authorities shall themselves 
determine these matters. The notification further enumerates 
that any British subject violating this provision of the treaty, not 
only does so to his own peril, with regard to the protection of his 
person and property, but incurs severe penalties thereby. 


By H MS. Highflyer, which reached Shanghai on November 
25, having left Kanagawa on the 12th; we learn that on the even- 
ing of the 11th, the Tycoon’s palace at Yedo was totally con- 
sumed by fire, which was supposed to have been caused by an 
accident. The Japanese, who had committed a murderous assault 
on Mr. J. Laurevio's Chinese servant, had not been arrested ; but 
the Japanese authorities were persevering in the matter, and it 
was expected he would be speedily brought to justice. The 
wounded Chinaman was doing well. Captain Shadwell, whose 
wound was satisfactorily progressing, had charge of both the En- 
glish and French ratified treaties, which were to be conveyed to 
Europe via Hong Kong. ‘This intelligence is a sufficient contra- 
diction of a report which has been in circulation to the effect that 
the Highflyer,a Russian frigate, and a Dutch frigate had been lost 
in a typhoon off the coast of Japan.

Pekin are being strengthened under the direction of Russian 
engineers, and that large bodies of Tartar troops are being con- 
centrated on the banks of the Peiho. Another account says that 
the Taku forts are being dismantled, and that on the appearance 
of a largo English force they will be deserted. Should this be 
done, the China Bfail cautions the English commanders to exer- 
cise the greatcst caution in ascending the Tientsin, lest their 
vessels are caught in masked batteries at the turns of the river. 
The Daily Press says :—“ The exhibition of a large British force 
off the Peiho, and the occupancy of the Taku forts, may most 
probably lead to negotiations, especially if the British wil 
change the residence of a minister at Pekin, to that of a High 
Mandarin in London, which may answer all purposes even 
better. It is said that the Emperor is determined to levy the 
ground tax at an increased ratio, one year in advance. Various 
other modes are being adopted to levy contributions for tho 
maintenance of the troops, and there cannot be a doubt that 
immense bodies of Tartars are being concentrated about Pekin.” 


The Imperial army has been defeated by the rebels of the 
north at Ngan Hwui, through the perfidy of a Mandarin whom 
the Emperor had named “ The loyal man of his age,” in consider- 
ation of past services for the empire. The result of this action 
was that Fung-pau, the commander of the Imperial force, had 
been allowed to resign his post. Notwithstanding this victory, 
it is asserted that the rebels are losing ground. 


Among the Pekin Gazettes, which date down to the 10th 
Nov., we notice that T’an-Tin-Siang, the ex-Governer General 
of Chili, whose recal from banishment and reinstatement in 
office we gave in our last, is fast returning to the Emperor’s 
favour. ‘Isang-Wang-yen, who was famous twenty years ago 
for his anti-barbarian propensities, has also, after a long banish- 
ment, been recalled to the government of Shen Si. Both 
these officers have been decorated with a button of the third 
grade. The other matters mentioned in the Gazettes are 
purely Chinese, and uninteresting to foreigners. 


SHANGHAI. 

EmPLoYes For THE CuinEse CusToMs.—A correspondent at 
this place draws attention to the extreme hardships of the case 
of several young men who have arrived there in order to take 
service in the customs, and find that after. having paid their 
passage from England to China, and in some cases having 
taken their wives and families with them, their services are 
not required; and although we believe in every case they have 
received a quarter’s salary (say £150), still the hardship is very 
great, as many of theso young men, to our knowledge, have 
given up goow situations at home, on the faith of the repre- 
sentations made to them. It appears that although they have 
written contracts with Chinese agents, our plenipotentiary can- 
not, in the present state of affairs, assist them in .any way. 
Moreover, until our relations with China are placed on a firm, 
satisfactory, and lasting basis, the new ports, which would other- 
wise absorb some of these engagements, aro not likely to be 
opened at present. We have also heard to the same effect from 
Canton, and thus while warning our readers against entering the 
service of the Chinese customs, we do trust that his excellency 
Mr. Bruce may be enabled to do something for the benefit of these 
unfortunate young men; unless, indecd, far better still, he is 
enabled, by judicious diplomacy, to settle the “ vexatious ques- 
tion” of the customs satisfactorily and permanently. 


Some serious fighting has taken place on more than one occa- 
sion between the Canton and Shanghai Coolies, and the authori- 
ties have been compelled to interfere, 


The North China Herald gives the following curious illustration 
of the practice of Chinese courts:—“ The year before last, a 
contractor, named Wang-kin-yung absconded, leaving various 
debts unpaid. He had been specially pressed by two creditors 
surnamed Chin, and, on his disappearing, certain members 
of his family suborned witnesses to prove that the two Chin 
had put him in such fear of his life as to induce 
him to commit suicide, and had then made away with his corpse. 
The magistrate not having full faith in the accusers, determined 
to put the Chin in prison, but to allow them three years to pro- 
duce the missing Wang ; if he did not turn up within the time, 
the law was to take its course. ‘The son of Chin was there- 
fore imprisoned as proxy for his father, who commenced a search 
for Wang. He found him a few days since, and took him before 
the magistrate, calling loudly for redress, Wang was severely 
flogged and imprisoned until his debt should be paid, and his 


relatives have also been brought to trial for their false accusation 
o Chin.” 





A match of cricket was played here on November 29, between 
the officers and men of the Sampson, and the officers and men of 
the Inflextble, when the following was the result of the score :— 
Inflexible's first innings, 34; Sampson's first innings, 71; In- 
fexible’s second innings, 37; tho Sampson’s one being o “tic” 
with the Infezible's two;one man was put in to complete the 
score, and the Sampson’s remained the winner with 11 wickets 
to go down. : 

At the Consular Court on November 29, E. Smith, an A.B., of 
the Meclancthon was sentenced to a fortnight’s jnprisonment for 
various mutinous acts whilst on the voyage’ from London to 
Shanghai. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the North China Branch 
of the Royal Asiatic Society, held on the 15th November, 2 
paper, contributed by the Rev. Griffith John, was read by the 
Rev. J. Edkins, “On Chinese Ethics, with especial reference to 
the Doctrines of Human Nature and of Sin.” 


FOO-CHOW-FOO. 

A letter from this place describes the weather as “sharp and 
cold,” although a smart shock of earthquake was felt on Dec. 15. 
The celebration of New Year's Day by the natives had commenced; 
and the military examinations had closed by 100 succescful candi- 
dates receiving the degree of military “Ken-jin.” A “strike” 
amongst the native pilots has been experienced, which has 
proved highly detrimental to the shipping interest. About the 
latter end of November, they formed a company and determined 
not to take any ship ont of port, or allow the use of their sampans 
to aid foreign pilots in towing a vessel out, until their griev- 
ances had been inquired into and settled. It was generally 
considered amongst foreigners that they had just cause of com- 
plaint, and the matter was settled, but not until some vessels 
with valuable cargoes, amongst them the Landerdale, were 
detained some days. The supposed cause of this “ strike ” is not 
given, but the writer hints that the murder of a native, by a 
foreign pilot, a few weeks before, had caused the ill feeling 
towards all foreigners. The culprit was an American, who, 
having been arrested, was examined at the United States Con- 
sular Office, was found guilty, sentenced to imprisonment, a finc 
of 200 dollars to the family of the murdered man, and ordered to 
quit the port under heavy guarantees. 


SWATOW. 

From the following notification, it would appear that every 
facility was given by Government to the trade of Swatow:— 

“It is hereby notified for general information, that @ packet agency 
has been established at Swatow, and pending the confirmation of his 
lordship, the Postmaster-General, Charles W. Bradley, Ksq., has been 
appointed to do and perform the duties of such office-—Signed, F. W. 
Mitcux.1, Acting Postmaster.” 


HONG KONG. 

A gun-boat has recently paid a visit to Namtow for the pur- 
pose of remonstrating with the Mandarin with regard to the 
conduct of some villagers in that neighbourhood, who had scized 
a Chinaman whilst on his way to Hong Kong to emigrate with 
his family to the West Indies. The gun-boat having reached 
Namtow, the authorities were communicated with, and a mes- 
senger was sent to the village by order of the Mandarin. The 
next morning the officer in charge of the boat was informed 
that the man had been brought from the village, but the officer was 
requested not to enter thetown. Subsequently he conversed with 
the Mandarin on the subject of emigration, when it was elicited that 
the village to which the man belonged was constantly engaged 
in fighting with another clan, and that the man had been in- 
duced to sell his land and emigrate in order to get out of these 
continual broils. The officer reminded the Mandarin that fight- 
ing was constantly going on in his neighbourhood, to the great 
destruction of lives and property; that he had done nothing to 
put a stop to it until urged by foreigners, although the laws of 
his own country were very stringent on the subject ;and that in 
future emigrants must be released, and the captors brought to 
justice. 

Another libel case is likely to oceupy the attention of the 
gossips of Hong Kong. The Datly Press has published an 
article against the Rev. Mr. Lobschied, who has accordingly 
applied at the Magistrates’ Court for a preliminary inquiry, in 
order that the proprietor and editor may be brought before the 
Supreme Court for criminal trial. 

The Chinese on the mainland at the head of Deep Bay have 
been engaged for several days in a severe clan fight. 

The Scots of Hong Kong celebrated St Andrew's Day 
(Nov. 30) in a manner worthy of the occasion, and with great 
credit to their nationality. The Overland China Mail alluding 
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to the proceedings, which partook of rather a public 
character says :—-“ Scotland has always been strong in China, 
and up to a few years ago almost all the Englishmen in the South 
of China hailed from the north of the Tweed. The old firm of 
Jardine, Matheson, & Co. is essentially a Scotch house. The 
Colonial Secretary, Colonial Surgeon, the P. M. O., and two- 
thirds of the naval and military doctors have all a touch of 
heather about them. Mr, Fortune, who has travelled so much 
in the North of China, isa Berwickshire man, The splendid 
granite docks at Aberdeen and Whampoa have been constructed 
by sturdy Scotch heads. The Hong Kong Register is Caledonian. 
The diplomatist who is going to go to Pekin is a descendant of 
Robert the Bruce, When any reference is made here in regard 
to shipping and other disputes, it is usually to a knowing Scots- 
man in the neighbourhood af the Club. The China Mail is 
Scotland all over, and so is the Daily Press, its editor, 
being descended from a number of Scotch emigrants who 
seized upon the mountains of Wales.” 

Although the scheme of emigration to the British West Indies 
is going on but slowly, there is every chance of a favourable 
progress. Three ships have been taken up, but a sufficient 
number of emigrants has not yet been obtained for one of them 
tobe despatehed. A large number of emigrants have now been 
secured, as many as 150 coming to the depot at Hong Kong in 
one day. All agree that it is almost impossible to over estimate 
the advantages which will be conferred, both on the Chinese and 
the West Indies, if this scheme succeeds, since the long desired 
outlet will then be obtained, in a legitimate manner, for the 
redundant population of the Chinese empire. The kidnapping 
for the Cuba market has received a check in the neighbourhood 
of Hong Kong, but the Portuguese lorcha people are still endea- 
youring to do some business in this line. 

The garrison authorities at Hong Kong are laying out a camp 
which extends from the Government-House to half-way up the 
peak, from this it is assumed that the force now on its way to 
China is to be put under canvass until the time shall arrive when 
operations can be commenced at the Pehio. This site is represented 
as being extremely well chosen, and with the climate that pre- 
vails at Hong Kong during the winter, it is confidently reported 
that the troops will be kept in good health, and rendered efficient 
for their duties in the north. 

The Acting Attorney-General, Mr. Green, comes to England by 
this mail, in consequenee of the state of his health. This gentle- 
man has fulfilled his duties during the last few months with 
considerable acumen, and has won the respect of all the residents. 
It is said that the acting appointment has been offered to Dr. 
Bridges, who has declined the honour, and therefore Mr. Kings- 
mill is expected to accept it. 

It appears that tho residents of Hong Kong are to have an 
abundance of amusements during the ensuing winter. The sore 
place between the garrison officers and the Parsees has been 
healed up, and the consequence has been that the representations 
have gone off with great success, Sir Hercules and Lady Robin- 
son honouring them with a visit. Lewis's Hippodrome, from 
Australia, has just commenced business for a short time; then 
they have the Alleghany Bell Ringers, who have placarded the 
whole place with their “posters;” then a French conjurer is 
expected from Manila; and finally, the races are expected to 
prove the greatest attraction of all. 

LEGIsLaTIve CounciL, Noy. 21, 1859.—An ordinance sanc- 
tioning the expenditure of a sum not exceeding £90,000 for the 
current expenses of the colony, for the year 1860, was passed 
nem con, when the council went into committee on tho details. 
The Governor explained, that in introducing the ordinance on 
the first reading, he had over-estimated the surplus that would 
be available at the end of the year. He had made it £45,000— 
but owing to the impetus given to the Surveyor-General’s de- 
partment, that officer was expending more money lately, and 
that although the reduced surplus would probably exceed 
£42,000, his excellency preferred fixing it at £40,000. Before dis- 
cussing the exponditure sertatim, the Governor explained that the 
council had the power to reduce or reject any item, but they 
could not increase it. The Acting Attorney-General said that he 
wished to move for an increase of salary for the Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, his salary was so low (only £600 per annum, 
his predecessor having had £750), that unless it were raised, he 
would seek employment elsewhere. His excellency the Governor 
replied that the matter had had his best attention, and that he in- 
tended to apply te the council on behalf of the Crown, for a 
civil list for the maintenance of H.M. Government on the island, 
such list to include the salaries of all permanent officers, which 
would obviate the necessity of such salaries being voted yearly 








by the council. It would be in the shape of an ordinance, 
subject to the approval of her Majesty. It would be revocable 
at the pleasure of the council, and therefore did not infringe on 
the privileges. Any increage eould then be suggested. 

The estimates were then read:—The Governor's establishment, * 
£3,300; Colonial Secretary's establishmont, £3,050; Colonial Trea- 
surer’s establishment, £1,735; Auditor General's establishment, £1,550; 
Surveyor General’s establishment, £2,570; Clerk of Councils, £205; 
Registrar Gencral, £1,994 10s.; Harbour Master and Emigration 
Officer, £2,002 10s.; and Police Rate Collector, £672 10s.; Judicial 
establishment, £6,585 ; Ecclesiastical establishment, £800 17s.; Cha- 
ritable allowances, £50. Educational establishiaent.—It was explained 
that the sum was larger than last year, owing to another school having 
been opened, The sum now applied for was £1,162 for salaries, 
and £380 for rent; total, £1,542. The Medical establishment, 
£3,862 11s, 8d.—say £1,897 lls. for salaries; £1,285 expenses for 
Lock and civil hospitals; and £108 11s. 8d. for rent of Lock Hospital. 
Chief Magistrate, £3,320. Police, £12,980 10s.—of which £9,580 was 
for salary and pay, &c., £3,385 for clothes and accoutrements. Gaols, 
£3,305—of which £950 are for salaries, £2,345 for the food and 
clothing of the prisoners, and £10 for the hangman. Pensions, £150— 
this amount is paid to Mr. E. R. Mitchell, the ex-harbour-master. The 
Governor said that he had applied to Government to relieve the colony of 
this sum. Miscellaneous services, £50. Works and buildings, £22,550, 
besides £4,000 odd, not expended in last year’s estimates. Of this, £5,100 
was for the gaol; £1,000 for the boat-house ; £1,500 for the Lock 
Hospital ; £1,000 for two additional police-stations ; £1,000 for repairs ; 
£300 for trees; £5,000 for water. Roads, Strects, and Bridges— 
£17,500, of which £3,000 was for the continuation of the Praya here 
and there. (It seems £1,100 remains of what was voted last year for 
completing the Praya off Bonham Strand.) £500 to the pathway to 
the Sanitarium—£2,900 for Culverts, Total expenditure £89,625 
16s. 8d, 

The civil list ordinance above roferred to was then read for the first 
time. The Acting Chief Justice moved for a committee, consisting of 
the non-official members, to draw up a report of their ideas on the sub- 
ject, for the information of the council, which motion was granted. 
The Acting Attorney-General presented a petition from the Crow’ 
Solicitor, complaining of his inadequate salary of £150 per annum— 
which, with the insufficiency of the salary of the Registrar of the 
Supreme Court, were entered on the minutes. 

Among the police paragraphs we find the following items :— 
On November 1, asa man, named Reynolds, belonging to the 
United States steamer Powhattan, was walking through Mercer- 
street, in the afternoon, he was suddenly seized by three China- 
men, who divested him of 12 dollars. One of the thieves was 
subsequently met by Reynolds, and given into custody. On the 
evening of the same day, the residence of Lieutenant Johnson, 
of the Madras Commissariat, was entered, and a box containing 
some money and a silver watch stolen. 

The Daily Press, remarking on the preparations for the 
coming conflict, says :— 

We hear that orders have been received from England to engage 
3,000 Coolies to accompany the force northward, as a Coolie corps, 
similar to those employed in the Canton war, in 1858, for the purpose 
of carrying the artillery, assisting the sappers, conveying the stores, &c. 
This is nothing but fair—if the Chinese Government will engage Eng- 
lishmen, as they have done Messrs. Lay and Fitzroy, to assist them in 
procuring the sinews of war, surely they cannot object to our availing 
ourselves of the services of these poor Coolies for an equally necessary 
purpose; and as we do not object to this renegade system, neither 
should they. 

The Daily Press has shifted round, and now abuses Lord 
Elgin and Mr. Bruce most unmercifully, it takes up the cud- 
gels in favour of Sir Michael Seymour and Mr. Alcock, in a 
long article on “ British Officials in China.” The appointment of 
Mr. Fitzroy, Lord Elgin’s private secretary, to an inspectorship 
in the Chinese customs, is objected to; and the Colonial Surgeon 
is also said to have owed his appointment to the patronage of 
Lord Elgin. The conduct of Mr. Alcock in Japan, and Mr. 
Bruce in China, is also criticised, to the great detriment of the 
latter. 

The French agent here is said to have purchased some ground 
and buildings for the purpose of establishing a hospital for the 
sick and wounded of the army, but nothing is done yet towards 
towards carrying out the plens. H.M.S. Furious has left 
here for Shanghai, having on board a captain, three lieutenants, 
and 1,000 men of the Royal Marines for distribution among the 
ships. The admirals have returned from Canton, after making 
@ reconnaissance of the defences at Fatshan Creek. Admiral 
Jones has since left for Shanghai in the Furtous, for the purpose 
of making arrangements for next year’s campaign. 

The editor of the Friend of China is still suffering incarcera- 
tion, no alteration in his treatment having taken place since last 
mail. 

It is understood that the China Mail has lost the Government 
printing, having been underbid. There is also a report about 
the Register, to the effect that it has been purchased by the well- 
known house at East Point, but this statement has been stoutly 
denied. 
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The Rev. Mr. Chalmers’ new Chinese pocket dictionary, the 
first production of the London Mission press, has been highly 
spoken of by the Hong Kong press. 

A court composed of Captains M’Cleverty (president), Jones, 
and Willes; Commanders Commerell (acting captain) and Mar- 
tin, assembled on board her Majesty’s ship Princess Charlotte 
on November 16 and 17, J. W. Ashby, secretary to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, officiating as Judge Advocate, to try Lieutenant 
Jenkins, of her Majesty’s gun-boat Banterer, on the two charges 
of oppression and drankeuness. He was found guilty on 
both, and sentenced to be dismissed her Majesty’s service. 
Also on the 17th a court, composed of the same members, 
was opened to try Mr. Stephen Cook, boatswain of her Majesty’s 
gunboat Drake, for insubordination to his commanding officer. 
He was found guilty, and sentenced to lose two years’ servitude. 

The steamer Coromandel, towing the Zasmania, with 670 rank 
and file and 21 officers of the Srd Buffs for Hong Kong, put into 
Manila for coals on Dee. 9. . 








CANTON. 


Some rumours are afloat that the population outside this city 
are still displaying a spirit of unfriendliness towards foreigners, 
and that somo missionaries, who had gone into the neighbouring 
villages for religious motives, had not been well received, and in 
some instances had met with resistance; a party of officers, 
however, went out for the purpose of ascertaining the truth of 
their statements, but could find nothing to justify them. The 
Overland China Mail says :—“TIt is not to be wondered at if the 
Cantonese should not yet be well satisfied with foreigners. By 
the special clause appended to the new British treaty, it is pro- 
vided that the indemnity money and the expenses of the last 
war, amounting in all to four millions of taels, are to be levied 
on Canton, and it is to be held in possession till the money 
is paid. In that case Canton may be held till doomsday.” 
A five broke out on the river on December 7, which 
threatened for some time to do considerable damage 
to the shipping. Some meat sheds on the Sin-taou-lan jetty 
having caught fire, the flames, after burning for some few 
minutes, communicated to some cargo boats, which were lying at 
the jetty ; they soon spread to a Chinese armed cruiser, which 
drifted immediately afterwards up the river with the tide, her 
guns in the midst of the flames, and the explosion of her powder 
magazine expected every moment. The tide soon brought her 
alongside the steamer Hong Kong and her powder exploded near 
that vessel, although no harm appears to have been done to her; 
she then passed on near the American and Spanish consuls’ 
ships, but they luckily escaped, as did the Cumfa, after being 
compelled to slip her anchor. The burning vessels then got 
foul of a yacht belonging to Messrs. Jardine & Co., which would 
have becn destroyed had not a custom-house boat fortunately 
been able to get up her anchor, cut her cable, and cast her adrift. 
‘The cruiser is supposed after this to have gone with the tide up 
the river. 


Mr. Parkes has recently taken a tour into the country some 
40 miles, and was received everywhere with every manifestation 
of friendship on the part of the native population, nor did he 
discover the presence of any armed men beyond the retinues of 
the different Mandarins. 


MACAO. 

Mr. G. Nye, jun., gave a diplomatic dinner on December 18, 
on board the United States steamer Hartford, to the American 
commissioner and part of the officers of that vessel. The 
Hartford's band played some very fine pieces during the evening. 

Some of the leading members of the Macao community are 
desirous to make arrangements for facilitating the landing and 
debarkation of passengers off the Praya Grande. The plan 
suggested is to run a jetty off the San Francisco fort in the 
direction of the typa, into deep water, which will not only form 
a breakwater to the eastern end of the Praya (which is greatly 
required when the wind blows hard from east to south), but 
steamers can go alongside of the end of it, and discharge or 
receive passengers without the aid of a boat. The well-known 
ery of the Tanka boat girls, of “ come my boat la!” will in that 
case cease, and residents would miss very much what was once 
one of the institutions of that dreary place Macao, We must 
confess a weakness for such institutions and places, they are 
eminently useful in their way, and we believe we are not singu- 
Jar when we say that we shall be sorry to see Macao become 
like its sister settlement, Hong Kong, a bustling, go-ahead, ex- 
citing, and last not least, emporium for scandal. What resident 
in the South of China has not enjoyed it? 
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In reference to the Coolie trade, the following letter from Mr. 
G. Nye, the United States consul, to Mr. Cooper Turner, has been 
published.—“ I am happy to acquaint you that I have succeeded 
in rescuing one of the two men whose names you gave me: 
‘ Say-Qui-Wing,’ who has given me a very interesting history of 
his case. Iam sorry not to have found also the Hakka man 
whom you sought, but trust you willbe able to recover him 
at some of the barracoons in the place.—I held myself respon- 
sible to the ship for the sum she had incurred for this rescued 
man, which I have told him shall not be demanded of him, his 
sufferings of the past four months being enough for him to bear. 
Briefly I may say that he was captured when asleep on board a 
small boat returning from Fat Shan at night, having been too 
late for the large passage boats of the P. m. four months ago, as 
you beforeheard. He is a respectable intelligent man connected 
with the Hoppo department and known to several of the 
linguists.” 





COCHIN-CHINA. 

We are enabled to give some further particulars of the en- 
gagement between the French forces and the Cochin-Chinese, as 
Noticed in our last. Ou November 18, Admiral Page attacked 
the north side of the Bay of Touron, where there were two large 
forts protecting the road to Hué; these were taken, and now 
remain in the hands of the French. Communication between 
the capital and the north is thus cut off, so that the Cochin- 
Chinese cannot possibly remain in charge of the outposts. Lieut.- 
Col. Derouledé, of the Engineers, lost his life in this 
action, being cut in two by a ball whilst on board the 
Nemesis, His death is a great loss to the army in Cochin 
China. There were a few other casualties in the 
French army. The mortality from disease is on the decline, 
and the army is in good spirits at the Prospect of a campaign in 
China. The death of Captain @’ Abbeville, as stated in our last, 
is incorrect, that officer being at the time at Canton. 

A serious quarrel had taken place between the Jews and 
Christians at Ennacolla, the former having attacked the latter, 
and carried away several things belonging to the altar, and 
committing other outrages. The Cochin Chinese encourage the 
kews in these proceedings, and it is feared blood will one day 
be shed. 





“MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The value of the dock at the new harbour is 
itself in the great central station of the India Arc! ipelago. The 
British ship Harry Puddemsay, 800, hes been docked, the leak 
discovered and stopded, and the vessel undocked again in the 
short space of three days. The dock is capable of receiving 
much larger vessels. A powerful steam engine for the use of the 
dock has just arrived from England.

According to the Batavian newspapers, Boni is represented as 
still being in a state of blockade. It is reported that the Queen 
in Council with her heidat had sent a messenger to Wadjo, soli- 
citing advice how to act in the present state of Boni affairs 
The Wadjo state, in reply, declared its intention to remain 
neutral between the Dutch and Boni Governments, The Queen 
of Boni still remains at Pasempa, Heavy earthworks are said 
to have been constructed along the entire coast of Sandjai, but 
they were by no means secure or well defended. The mouth of 
the river was partially closed, and the boats removed from the 
banks. It is reported that a plan had been agreed to that the

FRANCE, 
(OUR OWN CORRESPONDENTS’ LETTERS.) 
Paris, January 24. 

The Emperor’s programme of agricultural and commercial 
improvements, and the expected treaty with England, occupy 
the attention of all who give any ear to political, or rather 
ministerial, matters, to the exclusion of nearly every other sub- 
ject. The announcement was expected, and the form of it had 
nothing startling in it. The gist of the plan consists in this— 
the reclamation of waste lands by the commercial authorities, or, 
in case of their inability or refusal to act, by the State, which 
will indemnify itself for its outlay by the sale of a portion, never 
to exceed one-half, of the improved land; the removal of the 
duties from the raw material of manufactures; and the substi- 
tution of protective duties of 25 to 30 per cent. for prohibitions 
and duties which amount to prohibition. The proposals are all 
excellent in kind, and the only exception that can be taken to 
the last of the three is that it is not radical enough; it is re- 
ported, besides, that the per-centage is not to be calculated os at 
present on the foreign, but on the French value, which of 
course would raise the 30 per cent. to 40, 50, and in some cases, 
such as cotton, velyets, and other articles, in which British 
machinery, capital, and energy have succeeded in producing a 
better article than the French, at one-half the price, while the 
workmen who produce them in England receive, according to tke 
evidence of French Protectionists themselves, “twice, and in 
some cases, three times the rate of wages.” There is, unfor- 
tunately, no enthusiasm about the subject—the prevalent ex- 
pression is fear; the ridiculous eulogies which some of your 
London contemporaries have indulged in have no echo in 
France; they have even had the unfortunaté effect of producing 
the impression that England will be the only gainer by any 
alterations that may be made. 

The work to be done is gigantic. First, as regards the waste 
lands, the Moniteur of this morning informed us that the marshy 
lands requiring to be drained amounted to upwards of 185,460 
hectares, or nearly half a million of acres English; but this is 
nothing compared to the landes and other waste lands, which 
approach seven millions of acres—to put the matter in general 
terms, about one-tenth of the whole of France is now waste, and 
is proposed to be brought into cultivation. But every step made 
in this direction will be a benefit; the same may be said of the 
abolition of the duties on raw material; but the reduction of the 
duties on manufactured articles is a very different question. Has 
French industry muscle enough to struggle in competition with 
England, Belgium, and other manufacturing countries? Have 
Frenchmen sufficient confidence, and sufficient self-reliance, and 
sufficient heart, under present circumstances, to enter the arena 
with a chance of coming off without loss. A great many declare 
that without political liberty, without public spirit, no such plan 
can succeed. On the other hand, it must be admitted that neither 
the Bourbonists, nor the Orleanists, nor the Republicans, wish it 
to succeed; they know its success would be their condemnation 
and its failure the end of the Empire. The case is a difficult one, 
no doubt; and in consequence of the condition of the press, and of 
the habit of concealing their thoughts which the Frenchmen 
have acquired, it is very difficult to form an opinion upon the 
subject. However, this much is certain, Louis Napoleon is de- 
termined to try the matter, and his former successes, of all 
kinds, prevents the feeling that he is foolhardy. 

The only really lively feeling that is exhibited here just now 
is the anxiety for the opening of the British Parliament. “ For,” 
say the French, “we never know anything worth knowing ex- 
cept through the English Parliament and press.” 

There is one vessel of the China expedition still at Toulon, the 
Duperré, which is now being armed, and will soon be ready for 
sea. This vessel is to be placed at the service of Capt. Bourgeois, 
who, it is said, is to have the command of the iron gun-boats. 
These latter will be ready at the time appointed, several are 
actually finished, and one was tried the other day. The Euro. 
pean will commence embarking the six gun-boats allotted to her, 
and the other steam transports shortly after. 





It is announced on good authority that the Belgian Government intends 
sending out an expeditionary force to China, to act in concert with the 
Anglo-French troops, as well as with the view of establishing a Belgian 
colony in that country for the purpose of commerce. 

The Moniteur of yesterday contains the following —“ The Minister of 
Finance congratulates himself that the state of the Treasury is flourishing. 
The arrears, which were 886,000,000t.,"now do not exceed 660,000,000f. 
The budget of 1858, though deprived of all foreign aid, and charged with 








the expenses of the Chinese war and of public works, is balanced never- 
theless with a surplus of receipts of more than 12,000,000t.” 

A project has been set on foot for establishing a telegraphic line between 
Spain and the Philippine Islands, ‘i 

The draft of a bill for the establishment of a line of steam packets 
between France and China has been laid before the council of state. It is 
proposed that the steamers shall sail from Marseilles to Alexandria, and 
from Suez to Shanghai. The first part of the service is to be performed 
by the steamers of the Messagerics Impériales Company ; the second by 
anew company to be formed for the purpose, with a subsidy from the 
French Government. Theestablishment of thisline is considered to be 
absolutely necessary owing to the expedition to China which has been 
decided on, 





RUSSIA. 
St. Perersnune, Jan. 19. 

Accounts received here overland from Siberia announce the 
return of the Governor-General, Count Mouravieff, from his late 
visit to Japan, having arrived September 19 (October 1), in the 
Imperial steam-corvette America, at Nicolajefsk, whence he pro-~ 
ceeded up the Amoor in the steamer drgoon as far as Khaba- 
rofka, where he transferred himself and suite to the little steamer 
Zena, in which he ascended till his further course was obstructed 
by floating ice, when he then proceeded by land on his return to 
Irkutzk. 

Steam navigation on the Amoor has been successfully esta- 
blished this last summer by private owners, the first vessel 
launched being the Admiral Kozakowitch, built in. America, 
brought over in pieces, and put together at Nicolajefsk. She is 
constructed of timber, and of a peculiar build, having only one 
paddle-wheel, which is placed astern. In her first trip she went 
up the river as far as the confluence of the Shilka, then returned 
to Nicolajefsk, where she took in a cargo for Blagovessensk. 
She then ogain went up the Amoor, as far as the thriving town 
of Michaelo-Semenofsky, at the mouth of the Soongari, one of 
the tributaries of the Amoor, and finally went up to Manchour- 
sky, near Aigoon, where she remained for the winter. 

A sensation has been caused in our commercial circles by a 
letter from the agent of the Amoor Trading Company, dated 
Nicolajefsk, September 28, in which he states that one of 
the vessels, called the St. Innocent, belonging to the company, 
was totally lost in De Castries’ Bay on the night of the 8th of 
that month ; crew saved. This vessel had on board the Imperial 
steamers destined for service on the Amoor, and as part of her 
hull is visible at low water, hopes are entertained, the agent 
writes, of saving a part of the cargo, especially the machinery 
of the steam-boats, doubly valuable in that distant part of the 
country. No news had been reccived of the Theodosia, the 
second of the company’s vessels. About the same time another 
vessel, freighted by the merchants of Kiachta, with tea, silk, and 
other China produce, and bound from Shanghai to Nicolajefek, 
had been wrecked on the island of Okotri. Thus the season has 
been particalarly unfortunate for the commerce of that region, 
and especially for the Amoor Trading Company, who are the 
losers of two of their vessels, Notwithstanding these disasters, 
the shares of the company are in great demand, and easily sale- 
able at a high premium. 

Admiral Popoff, naval aide-de-camp to the Emperor, had 
quitted De Castries’ Bay, with the screw corvettes Rynda and 
Voyvoda, together with the clipper P/astroon, on their return to 
Cronstadt. . 

The ecclesiastical missionaries have veturned from China, after 
a residence of ten years at Pekin. No former mission has buried 
so great a number of its members as this one. The survivors 
give a most interesting account of the state of affairs in the 
Chinese capital, to which I shall probably refer in a future letter. 
In the meantime, I may state, that they describe the feeling of 
the Chinese as perfectly easy respecting the revolution going on 
in some parts of the empire, und that at Pekin the inhabitants 
are wilfully misled and purposely kept in happy ignorance of 
the danger threatening the Manchu dynasty; nor do they seem 
to care much about it, appearing to be as complete and through- 
going fatalists as the followers of the Prophet. In this state of 
affairs the Chinese empire, they say, is crumbling to pieces, and 
requires but a very small impulse from abroad to give it the 
coup-de-grdce, Perhaps it is reserved for the approaching Anglo- 
French expedition to lead to greater results than any of us have 
hitherto dreamed of. 

The Northern Bee contains Pckin and Kiachta correspondence 
tespecting the fate of the Coolics kidnapped on the coast of 
China and conveyed to French and English colonies. I have 
reason to believe that Russian papers, whenever they publish 
intelligence of this nature, are industriously circulated by the 
Embassy at Pekin. Two Russian commercial companies have 
resolved to add the publication of a journal to other speculations 
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of a more purely business naturc. The South Russian Company 
proposes to bring out a first-class paper of miscellaneous con- 
tents at Odessa, while the Amoor Company will establish a 
weekly journal at Irkutzk, devoted exclusively to political and 
geographical topics. 


GERMANY, 
Hampura, January 23. 

The Board of Trade at this city has just published the follow- 
ing official communieation from their Consul General in Java, 
which is of importance for the merchant vesscls of all maritime 
countries, and cannot therefore be too extensively circulated :— 

“The net-work of telegraph wires, placing the principal com- 
mercial towns in Java in mutual telegraphic commhnication, has 
now been extended by the opening of the submarine telegraph 
from Batavia to Singapore. 

“ Captains oi vessels passing through the Straits of Sunda, or 
the Straits of Bali, are thereby enabled to recive advices 
of the state of the markets in all the adjacent commercial places 
in the shortest possible space of time, by telegraphing either 
from Anjer to Batavia, or from Banjoewangic to Sourabaya, 

“For the greater convenience of the public, arrangements 
have been made for receiving telegrams from vessels passing, or 
at anchor in the roads, communicated by flag signals, the system 
selected being the ‘ universal code of signals for the mercantile 
marine of all nations, by Marryatt and Richardson.’ 

“As the Dutch Colonial Government requires a guarantee 
from some respectable person resident at Batavia for the even- 
tual payment of the charges for telegrams, which, under the 
above circumstances, cannot well be paid in advance, the Ham- 
burg Consul General is ready to undertake such guarantee for 
all vessels sailing under the Hamburg flag.” 





HOLLAND. 
AMSTERDAM, January 23. 

The States-General of the kingdom, which adjourned before 
Christmas for the holidays, will reassemble to-day for the first 
time. As there was a ministerial crisis in the interval, and two 
ministers (for the colonies and the interior) tendered their 
resignation, and only hold office temporarily, some important 
disclosures and explanations may be expected in afew days. 
The two subjects which form the great bone of contention are, 
the proposed new system of railroads to intersect the whole 
kingdom in every direction, and the great ship canal from this 
city to the sea direct, cutting through tho peninsula or long 
slip of land that runs up to the Helder in its narrowest 
part. It is expected that these two questions will give ministers 
a deal of trouble, and it is not at all improbable that, if lost, the 
whole of the cabinet will resign. 

On the representation made to the government by the cor- 
poration of Leyden, that in consequence of the draining of the 
lake of Haarlem, the city has lost the revenue they used to 
derive from the leasing of the fishery, the government has 
agreed to compensate them for their loss by granting them a 
sum of 15,000 florins. 

Orders have been sent out to Jaya to have H.N.M. steam- 
corvette Groningen got ready as soon as possible, to start from 
Sourabaya on a special mission to China and Japan. 

Orders have been sent to the East India military depdt at 
Harderwyk for 150 recruits, under the command of Captain van 
Floten, of the East India infantry, to embark on the 26th instant 
at Nieuwe Deep, on board the President Plate, Captain Harten, 
for Batavia; and another detachment of 150 men, under com- 
mand of Captain J. H. Moomes, returning to India from expired 
farlough, are under orders to embark at the same port on board 
the Prince Frederick of the Netherlands, Captain de Wit, also 
for Batavia. The total number of supplementary troops sent to 
the East from the depét at Harderwyk, during the year 1859, 
amounted to 3,099 men. 

Mynheer J. H. Donker Curtius, hitherto the Dutch com- 
missioner in Japan, having resigned that appointment, the king 
has been pleased to accept his resignation, with his majesty’s 
special recognition of the important and valuable services 
rendered by him to the state under circumstances of great 
difficulty. 

The number of vessels that arrived at Amsterdam from 
foreign countries in 1859, was 1,798, of which 197 were from 
Java, 1 from Japan, and 7 from Sumatra. During the same 
period the vessels that sailed amounted to 1,685, of which 63 
were for Java, 5 to Singapore, 1 to Hong Kong, 1 to Japan, and 
1 to Padang. 

Major-General Baron Nahuys, who lately died at his estate 





of Burgst, near Breda, and who was for nearly thirty years a 
member of the Supreme Council of Java, had during that long 
period formed a very extensive and valuable collection of papers 
and documents relating to the ethnography, statistics, and lan- 
guages of the nations of the Eastern Archipelago. This valu- 
able fund of Oriental information and research has now been 
presented by the gencral’s widow to the University of Delft, 
and incorporated with the library in that city, where it is open 
to the inspection of the public. 

The presents and legacies received by the Netherlands Mis- 
sionary Society during the past year amounted to 38,677 florins. 

A pamphlet has just been published here, the object of which 
is to urge the government to increase the export duty on sugar 
shipped at Java to forcign countries from two to five florins per 
Picul, in order to insure its being sent exclusively to the Nether- 
lands. 

Amongst the valuable articles lately sent from this city to 
Batavia may be mentioned a splendid testimonial, intended asa 
present to His Excellency General van Swieten, late Governor 
of the West Coast of Sumatra, from the merchants residing at 
Padang, in grateful remembrance of his uniform kindness and 
unremitting zeal in furthering and facilitating the valuable trade 
of that important district. It consists of a magnificent Epergne, 
representing a palm-tree of solid silver, about three feet in 
height, above which is a highly ornamental candalabra, sur- 
mounted by a beautiful cut-glass basin for flowers. At the foot 
of the tree is a shield, on which are engraved tho names of the 
donorg, with a suitable inscription. 

The king has conferred the insignia of the military order of 
Willem (4th class) on Captain J. C. Steenbergen, of the Dutch 
East India Army, in recognition of his gallant services in the 
expedition against the pirates on the north coast of Minshasss, 
in the month of April, 1856. 

The Chamber of Commerce at Rotterdam has, by unanimous 
resolution, signified its perfect concurrence with the principles 
laid down by the public meetings of Hamburg and Bremen, for 
the security of private property at sea in timo of war, and has 
sent in a petition to the Minister for Foreign Affairs requesting 
the Dutch Government to take the needful steps to have this 
important subject brought before the approaching Congress at 
Paris. Fifteon German maritime cities have held public meet. 
ings, and notified their adhesion to the principles enunciated by 
the merchants at Bremen.

CHINA EXPEDITION. 

The Urgent screw store ship, after discharging the refractory 
24th Regiment at Cork, as noticed in our last, sailed for the 
Cape of Good Hope and China on the 14thinst. The Melbourne 
transport put back into Plymouth from stress of weather, but 
sailed again on the 15th. The Adelaide, Sir William Peele, and 
Mauritius, have all sailed, the Tiger and Khersonese will 
follow ina day or two, loaded with shot, shell, and hospital 
stores, they will convey a number of the Royal Marines. The 
Mauritius has on board Lieut. Spofforth, Ensign Gunter, of the 
59th and 85th Regiment, and 220 rank and file, with a medical 
staff, including Surgeon-Major Thomson, Staff-Surgeons Ruther- 
ford and Rennie, Assistant-Surgeons Thompson, Moffit, Devlin, 
Kinahan, White, Longmore, Barnwell, M‘Carthy, Kerens, Low, 
Martagh, Bailley, and Watson. A Scripture reader is aleo on 
board. 

The Himalaya sailed on the 15th, for Alexandria, with two 
complete batteries of Armstrong guns and emmunition. 
The Army and Navy Gazette states that in hoisting in one of 
the gun-carriages, the portion hooked, gave way, and was in fact 
rotten. The statement has been denied—it is at least exeg- 
gerated.

A Visit to the Philippine Islands. By Sir JoHN BowRING, 

LL.D., F.R.S. London: Smith, Elder, and Co., Cornhill. 

‘We remember reading in a letter of Sir John Bowring’s to a 
friend at Exeter, soon after the wreck of the Alma, a statement 
that “all his papers, the result of a long literary life, had been 
lost.” We presume, however, that some must have been 
recovered, or otherwise, the learned doctor’s memory must, in- 
deed, be most retentive. At any rate, the volume now before us 
could not, in our opinion, have been compiled from data and 
documents in the British Museum, as the Literary Gazette some- 
what harshly suggests. However this may be, the indefatigable 
Ex-Governor of Hong here gives us another proof of his literary 
talent. “A Visit to the Philippines” is written in a pleasant, 
chatty, but instructive style. A great amount of useful informa- 
tion is afforded; indeed, we have never yet met with any work 
giving so thorough a description—social, physical, political, and 
commercial—of these interesting islands as the book now 
before us. The author appears to have travelled where no 
European ever went before, at least, we have no record of such; 
and to this cause, in addition to his knowledge of the Spanish 
language, may we attribute the fact that in this work we obtain 
aclearer insight into the domestic life of the natives and Mes- 
tizos, their habits and peculiarities. Sir John, from his own 
statement, invariably met with the utmost attention from all 
classes, indeed he speaks in loud praise of their great hospitality, 
especially on the part of the priests or pachas, as they are called. 
Thus, from the Captain General, who “ called for him every 
afternoon during his stay at Manila, and took him for a drive in 
his carriage and four, escorted by Cavalry Lancers,” to the 
more humble Alcalde of Tayabos, who welcomed him with “a 
gathering of graceful young women, clad in the gayest dresses, 
and all on ponies, which they managed with admirable agility ” 
(these damsels, by-the-by, the Alcalde called his Amazonas), 
all vied with each other in showing honour to the veteran 
diplomatist. Thus, everything appeared couleur de rose to the 
worthy knight; but we can, nevertheless, recommend this work 
to our readers as a truthful and painstaking account of these 
islands,

It is announced that the fifth volame of “Tord Macaulay’s History 
of England” is quite finished, and abounds in interest chiefly of the 
Queen Anne period; and the sixth volume is so far advanced as to 
need little arrangement from Lord Macaulay's great friend, Mr. Ellis, 
who is left his literary exeentor. 

We have, on the authority of the Literary Gazette, that the notorious 
chartist leader, Mr. Ernest Jones, is about to publish a poem, entitled 
“Corayda,” which is to be dedicated, by permission, to E. B. Lytton, 
late secretary for the colonies for the Derby government. 

85,000 copies of the first number of the Cornhill Magazine were sold, 
and it is understood that the advertisements stitched up in it amounted 
to more than £700. 

The Hon, E. Everett, of Boston, is to contribute the biography of 
Washington Irving to the new edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica. 

Besides @ new work on China, which is about to appear from the pen 
of Sir John Bowring, we find that “Twelve Years in China, by a 
British Resident,” is the title of a work in preparation by Messrs. 
Thomes Constable and Co. 

The first pat of a new “ History of England” may be expected ere 
Jong from the pen of Mr. J. A. St. John; and Dr. Stebbing has nearly 
ready for the press his “ Lives of Italian Poets.”

The Treaty with Japan, signed August 26, 1858, and ratified 
on July 11, 1859, at Yedo, has been published and presented to 
the House of Commons. The text of this treaty, as also the 
regulations of trade, was given in our first number, and on com- 
paring thes ame with the documents now before us, we find it to 
be a correct version.

The following is an extract from her Majesty’s speech, at the 
opening of Parliament, on the 24th inst., in relation to China 
and Japan :— 


My Plenipotentiary and the Plenipotentiary of the Emperor of the 
French having, in obedience to their instructions, proceeded to the mouth 
of the Peiho River, in order to repair to Pekin to exchange in that city the 
ratifications of the Treaty of Tientein, in pursuance of the 56th article 
of that Treaty, their further progress was opposed by force, and a conflict 
took place between the Chinese forts at the mouth of the river and the 
naval forces by which the Plenipotentiaries were escorted. ‘he allied 
forces displayed on this occasion their usual bravery, but, after sustaining 
a severe loss, were compelled to retire, I am preparing, in concert and 
co-operation with the Emperor of the Freuch, an expedition, intended to 
obtain redress and a fulfilment of the stipulations of the Treaty of 
Tientsin. It will be gratifying to me if the prompt acquiescence of the 
Emperor of China in the moderate demands which will be made by the 
Plenipotentiaries shall obviate the necessity for the employment of force. 
I have directed that papers on thissubject shull be laid before you, 

Thave concluded a treaty with the Tycoon of Japan, and directed that 
it should be laid before you. 


HOUSE OF LORDS, 

Tue Appress.—Lord Grey alluded to the Italian affair, and 
said he was glad to observe that in that of the address 
relating to China there was undoubtedly a laudable desire manifested 
on the part of her Majesty’s Government not to pledge the House to 
any opinion upon some of the most important points. They were asked 
to thank her Majesty for having informed them of what las occurred, 
and the preparations that were making for the expedition to China. 
For giving this information, and taking no notice of the delay which 
had taken place in bringing the subject under the consideration of 
Parliament, the House had ne right to complet By admitting that 
her Majesty’s Government would not be to blame for having failed to 
bring this subject at an early period under the notice of Parl ament, 
the House would be surrendering one of its most important rights and 
privileges. The conduct of relations with forcign powers belonged to 
the Crown, and the Crown also had the prerogative of making war and 
peace. But her Majesty’s ministers were to be held strictly responsible 
for the manner in which this power was exercised, and whenever the 
condition of the country was such that it was neccssary to arm with a 
view to repel hostilities, it was the duty of her Mujesty’s ministers to 
make this known to Parliament, and to call upon Parliament to make 
Provision for defraying the expenses which would be thus incurred. 

le then referred to the past rules and practices of Parliament 
in this respect, and quoted the examples of the seizure of some British 
vessela by the Spaniards in 1790, and the assistance rendered by the 
British Government to the Princess Regent of Portugal, in 1826. He 
then went on to say, that on the 16th of September last, we received in 
this country the account of the repulse in the Peiho. We had no in. 
formation as to how soon afterwards the decision of her Majcsty’s 
Government was taken as to the course which they should adopt; but it 
was known from the noweupabers that at a very carly period the pre- 
parations were commenced. It was now four months since this intelli- 
gence was received, and during three of those months our ports and 
arsenals had resounded with the din of preparation, and measures had 
been taken for despatching artillery, stores, and gun-boats to China, 
and for sending land forces of not less than 10,000 men, in 
addition to our naval forces. Therefore much expense had been 
already incurred, and he asked them to contrast the course 
taken, without any communication to Parliament until this 
moment, with what had been done on the former occasions. 
If they were to admit that a minister might, without blame, during 
so long a period, continue warlike preparations without the sanction 
of Parliament, then they would admit that principles, which our 
greatest statesmen and most distinguished writers had held to be of 
the very essence of the constitution, were no longer to be considered 
binding on us. He admiticd the power of the Crown to entcr upon 
war ; but it was always held that that great power should be entrusted 
tothe executive of the day, because they were notat liberty to take one 
step towards involving the country in war without informing Varlia- 
ment of the course which they intended to adopt, and then the council 
of the nation had it in its power to check them in the beginning, in 
taking any steps which might be deemed incxpedient or calculated to 
involve the country in an unjust or impolitic war. But what became of 
this security if a minister was to be allowed to go on all the time he 
had described, taking measures with a view to hostile proceedings ? 
It was true that by postponing for a moment to the more urgent de- 
mands of the Chinese war, measures which could not ultimately be 
abandoned, no technical irregularity might have taken place; but of 
this he was sure, that a large, a very large expenditure had been 
already incurred, which Parliament would ultimately have no altcrna- 
tive but to provide for—an expenditure which might lead to one far 
larger than anything they dreamed of, and might he the beginning of 
the cost of a mighty war. But he would point out that this was not 
mere technical expenditure of so many pounds, to be laid out under a 
technical head of the estimates. What he maintained was, that the 
country was not to be committed to any heavy expenditure, above all 
in the way of war, without giving the great council of the nation an 
opportunity of considering the propriety of that course. He was the 
more surprised to find that this should have happened under the pre- 
sent Government, because the present Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had, on the occasion of the Persian war in 1857, declarcd that the 
practice of commencing the war without first referring to Parliament 
was unconstitutional. Now, the object of the amendment which he 
(Earl Grey) would think it his duty to move, would be simply to 
enforce this sound view of the law and practice of Parliament. There 
were many other most important questions which he hoped their lord- 
ships would have to consider at an early period; but the question now 
was, whether we had any just cause to quarrel with China at all ? 
Whether the Chinese, having experienced that the access to their 
capital by the Peiho being undefended was a source of serious danger, 
they wero not justified in fortifying it? Whether having made an 
-announcement to that effect in the Pekin Gazette afforded any just 
ground of complaint to this country? Whether the treaty of ‘Lientsin 
having given us a right to send an ambassador to Pekin, but having 
been altogether silent about the route he was to take, the ambassador 
was entitled to say, when offered another route, that he would procced 
by no other than the Peiho, and that if the route were not opened, he 
would open it by force? Whether, if he had such right ard wero 
entitled to use such force, he should not have previously ap- 
pealed to the authorities of Pekin to see whether by more 
peaceable representations they would not have been induccd 
to admit him? Whether it made any ence that these 
fortitications were, as stated, defended by militia, and not by 
regular troops; and whether, if the French ambassador were to 
come to London by Gravesend, he would have been entitled to remove 
any obstructions by force because they happened to be manned by 
militia? (‘* Licar, Near,” and laughter.) Whether a war with Ching 











could by any possibility promote the interests of this country ? (Hear, 
hear.) Whether any treaty which might extort from China any 
amount of degradation would place us in a better position; or 
whether, if did, such a treaty would be observed one hour alter the 
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force by which it was extorted was withdrawn ? Whether our trade 
with China, which directly and indirectly contributed more than any 
other to the advantage of this country, with the sole exception of that 
of the United States, was rightly to be promoted by burning the cities 
and slaughtering the people of Chinn; and whether they should 
become Letter customers, or produce more of the goods which we 
desired to buy, by our spreading fire and devastation through 
the land ? (Hear, hear.) Whether it was right to enter upon o 
contest which, once entered upon, there was no retreat without pulling 
down the ancient dynasty of the Chinese empire, and, in all probability, 
leaving the vast empire and that countless population a prey to anar- 
chy? (Lear, hear.) These were questions which they would have to 
consider, but they would open up too extensive a field on the present 
Occasion. They were questions upon which Parliament would have 
to pronounce, ulthongh they could not be considered with the same 
advantage which they might have been three months ago, If Par- 
liament should disapprove of the policy of the Government it might 
be too late to correct a great part of the errors which had been 
committed. At present, too, we were far more deeply committed to 
France, who was to act as our ally, than wo were at an earlier 
period. It was not a mere thcoretical objection that he took to the 
line of policy which the Government had pursued, but he believed 
that there was in it a practical and substantial injury to the 
country by this departure from the law of the Constitution ? 
He thought they were bound to notice this, and thereiore he was 
prepared to move the addition of a paragraph, ewbodying this view, 
after that portion of the address which thanked her Majesty for the 
information which she had given, without saying one word of the time 
when the communication was made. He had drawn up this amend- 
ment in the most temperate terms which he had becn able to devise, 
and if any noble lord could suggest anything more temperate, he would 
readily adopt them, He propused to add to that part of the address 
relating to the expedition to China the following amendment :— 
“But humbly to express to your Majesty our regret that when the 
Freon for the intended expedition were commenced, her 

‘ajesty’s servants did not advise her Majesty to communicate to 
Parliament, without delay, the measures which had been decided, 
in order that Parliament might have an opportunity of forming 
&@ judgment thereon, and that its previous sanction might be ob- 
tained to the expense that might thereby be occasioned.” — On 
the question being put, the Duke of Newcastie regretted that 
his noble friend should have found it inconsistent with his duty to 
allow the address to proceed to her Majesty without an amendment, 
He would not enter into details on this subject; but he must 
make a few obscrvations on the amendment of his noble friend. He 
started on the assumption, that it was the custom to lay before Parlia- 
ment the intentions of the Government to enter on hostilities with 
foreign uations, He must confess he was surpriscd that he laid 
his propositions on so broad a basis. Writers on international law 
wrote very diflerently. What the noble lord asserted to be the general 
practice had been over and over again departed from, in Portagal in 
1831, and in many other instances which might be named. As to the 
defences which tho noble lord set up for his proposition, he (the noble 
duke) was prepared to maintain that this country was not, and had not 
for some time past, been at peace with China. ‘They had not been so 
for the last two years—(hear, hear)—and they were even now in 
possession of one of the most important ports of China, Peace never 
was established. (Hear, hear.) A treaty was offered, and the flect 
was proceeding to sccure its ratification, and it was in exccution of 
this duty that new hostilities were commenced. He did think his 
noble friend need hardly have brought these mutters forward when so 
many other and more opportune occasions would arise. is noble 
friend had stated that tiey had no right to take possession of the 
Peiho. (Hear, hear.) Now, he would at once join issue, aud declare 
that they had a perfect right to do so. In the treaty between China 
and Russia, not only was the latter nation entitled to make use of that 
way or the overland routc, but of any other which might suit their 
convenience. He would not urge the fact that under the treaty of 
1848 the English had a right to such passago ; he might do sowithout 
any great special pleading, although he admitted a question might be 
raised as to its supersedence by subsequent treaties. He admitted that 
there were grave questions of commerce which might be raised, but 
surely where national honour and the blood of many of their country- 
men were involved, such considerations should not altogether weigh 
down the balaace. But really he did not think that such matters as these 
should be entered into when so many subsequent and fitting 
opportunities would arise. He simply rose to answer a few of the 
observations of his learned friend, and he was sure he should be excused 
ifhe did not go intothe general subject ; butof this he was quite sure, that 
the House wonld notagree to the amendment of the noble lord (Earl Grey). 
—Lord Brovouamthen rose and addressed the House. His lordship allu- 
ded to the China question in the following words :—~ It is not my inten- 
tion to cnter into a discussion on the merits or demerits of the 
China question, but I am quite aware that great allowances have to be 
made for the conduct of officers placed in a situation of great difli- 
culty, such as Mr. Bruce was placed in, He had to rely on his own 
resources and discretion under circumstances which could not be 
foreseen in the instructions which he had received ; but whether Mr. 
Bruce was to blame I will not discuss, as another opportunity now 
will be afforded when fuller information will be had. (lear, hear.) 
One subject I cannot pass: I mean the heroic conduct of the admiral 
and seamen engaged. (Hear, hear.) You will concur with me in 
feeling that the meed of praise and honour ought not to be the meed 
of success alone. Unsuccessful as the expedition was, I know of none 
in which the daring, gallantry, and perseverance of British scamen 
and troops were cver more signally displayed than on that unhappy 
occasion. (Cheers.) I think it will soothe the sufferings of those 
gallant men, who have suffered severely in person and mind in that 
expedition, to know, although it was not successful, and what- 
ever may be the merits or policy of the expedition, their countrymen 
even in their failure do justice to the almost unparalleled efforts 








by which they sought to obtain success, and by which even, 
though wors:ed and defeated, they did maintain—and nobly main- 
tain—their country’s honour. I do not quite concur in the complaint 
of the noble earl (Grey) that Government ought to have called Parlia- 
ment together to have consulted them on the Chinese question. But 
there are other circumstances which must be taken into consideration. 
Tthiuk that the Government acted with great imprudence in sanctioning 
the act of an officer on the spot, who took upon himself to decide 
whether or not there was a cause of war. (Hear, hear.) It has been 
said, indeed, that we never had been at peace with China; but that 
argument at once disposes of another argument of the noble earl; 
for, if we were not at peace with the Chinese, what objection, then, is 
there to their having blocked up the mouth of the Peiho? (Hear, 
hear.) Now, upon the question of the international right, I object to 
the principle laid down—that we had a right to force our way up that 
river, There is nothing whatever said in the treaty as wo the manner 
in which we were to go to Pckin. We were informed that our advance 
by that river would be resisted, and under those circum-tauces we had 
no more right to force our way up the river than, as the noble carl 
(Grey) remarked, a French ambassador would have had in similar 
circumstances to force his way up the Thames, 
that is not the point. W upon the Chinese to o! 
international duties of civilised pations—we expect them to deal with 
‘us according to those dutics; well, then, I entreat the Government 
to take care that we deal the same measure of justice to the 
Chinese which we demand from them. (Loud cries of “Hear, hear.””) 
And it hostilities should unhappily be renewed, 1 beg that they may be 
renewed on a more regular footing than we have hitherto renewed 
them, (Cheers). My lords, without a declaration of war we have no 
right whatever to institute a blockade; and if it so happened in the 
course of the last hostilities that we, im the exercise of the rights which. 
we claimed, seized a vessel of any other power than the Chinese, that 
capture would have been illegal, and we should have been liable to all 
the consequence of the act. (Elear). The treatics with the United 
States and with Russia have been already ratitied by the Chinese— 
treaties giving them full commercial rights; and I ask the Government 
to consider what would be the consequence, if we, undertaking a block- 
ade of the Chinese rivers, should stop a vessel of the United States or 
of Russia, in the prosecution of their leyitimate trade, treating that 
blockade, as it would be, a wholly irregular proceeding? (Hear.) 
Therefore, while I hope by the exercise of prudence that the war may 
be avoided, I trust that her Majesty's Government will sce, if it must be 
carried on, that it should be carried on as a legitimate war, and ac- 
cording to all the forms recognised in civilised countries, (Hear, hear.) 
But with respect to the amendment, not scving in the tone of the Royal 
Speech anything which calls for a serious diflerence of opinion, and not 
concurring with the noble earl in the strong views which he takes of the 
laches of Government, I certainly shall not support him by my vote, 
should he press the amendinent to a division. (Hear, hear.) I think 
it is rather a fortunate circumstance that Parliament was not imme- 
diately called together upon the news of those proceedings, because 
from the feeling excited in the country I think that the feelings of Par- 
liament, imperteetly informed as to facts, might have led them to more 
rash and hasty conclusions than upon further consideration, and at a 
later period, they might be inclined to think consistent with justice. 
—Earl Grasvitte declincd to argue the Chinese question until 
@ more suitable opportunity—Earl Grey replied in a tew words, in 
which he stated that ho could not withdraw his amendment, bat 
should not press it to a division. 


IIOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Parens on Cutna anv Jaran.—Soon afier the House had resumed 
business, subsequent to the delivery of the Royal Speech, Lord Joan 
Russern laid on the table tho correspondence with Mr. Bruce, 
and the treaty of commerce with Japan. 

Tue Avpress.—Mr, St. AtByn, in moving the address to the 
Queen, brietly adverted to European polities, and then continued :—Last 
year the Chinese Government, in direct violation of existing treaties, 
and cither in ignorance of, or wanton violation of, the usages which 
regulated the public negotiations of civilised nations, attacked and 
nearly destroyed the expedition which was advancing into the centre 
of the country with the view of carrying out the conditions of the 
treaty of Tientsin. It had been determined to exact reparation for the 
outrage, and the Emperor of the French had determined upon sendin : 
an armed torce to act in concert with ours. But, notwithstanding the 
insults and indignities which had been put upon this country, he 
Lelieved it was still in the power of the Chinese Government, by full, 
prompt, and timely atonement and reparation, to avert actual hostili- 
ties from their country. (Hear.) Should they unfortunately be so 
obstinate as to refuse to accede to our terms, England must trust to the 
skill of her commanders, and the tried valour of her forces, which had 
never been more conspicuously displayed than in those waters, to 
redeem the honour of the country.— Lord Hznurx seconded 
the motion, and confined his observations entirely to European 
and home questions. They, of course, coincided with the tenor 
of the Queen’s speech_—Mr. Disraxtr then addressed the Honse 
at considerable length. In adverting to the Peiho affair, the right 
hon, gentleman declined to discuss the question there, but was glad 
to observe that her Majesty had recognised the great bravery which had 
been displayed by our troops on that occasion,— Viscount PALMERSTON 
denied the assumptions implied in Mr. DisRaext’s questions, and de- 
clared that Government had entered into no engagement whatever 
respecting Italy. As to the commercial treaty with France, his lord- 
sip said it was conditional upon the sanction of the House of Com- 
mons, as far as financial changes were involved. His lordship made 
no reference whatever in his speech to the conduct of Government on 
the Chinese question. The motion was then put and unanimously 
agreed to, and the House adjourned.

Tue Rerry To THE QueEN’s SpEEcH.—Mr. St, AcBYN brought “p 

the report on the address in reply to the speech from the throne:—Sir 
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Wiovensy said, with regard to the China question, he was sorry to 
observe that, in the address, there was no expression of regret that her 

Majesty had found it necessary to prepare and send out ahostile expedition 
against the Chinese empire. “That sentiment he took the liberty of ex- 
pressing, because he was totally opposed to entering upon theso hostilities, 
believing that in doing so we made a great mistake. Neither commerce 
nor civilisation would be extended by the adoption of such measures; and 
if ever there was a question which required the decpest consideration 
of the House it was the commencement of a war with 300,000,000 
of half civilised people, 15,000 or 18,000 miles from onr own shores. 
If tho noble earl who was supposed to have managed matters so well in 
arranging the treaty of Tientsin thought that he was right to get the 
treaty ratified at Pekin, why did he not go himself? Why leave it to a 
subordinate? Surely it was a pity that he did not conclude his diplo- 
matic career in China by going to Pekin, assuming that it was really 
necessary to go there at all. To leave the ratification to a “ subordinate 
button,” as the Chinese would term it, was to infuse a suspicion in the mind 
of the Emperor and the people that they were not treated with the respect 
to which the “ flowery land ” was entitled, and thereby create an exacer- 
bated feeling. Nor did he know why the expedition was sent up the 
Peiho, nor why a peaceable minister should be attended with a hostile force. 
(Hear, hear). Moreover, the House, by expressing an opinion in favour of the 
expedition would also imply approval of the operations being carried on con- 
jointly with a neighbouring country, which he confessed he would rather 
not sce. In giving his vote for the address, therefore, he should do so 
under protest; but he considered that he was not bound in any way, nor 

did he presume that any other member regarded himself as bound, to an 
opinion in favour of the policy which was pursued towards China. He be- 
lieved the result would be the derangement of our finances, and the setting 
aside of all control by this House cver the public purse-—Admiral WaLcorr, 
as an old naval officer, had heard with gratification the testimony borne in 

the speech from the throne to the gallantry of our forces engaged in the 
action at the mouth of the Peiho; and he now offered hie acknowledg- 
ments to Mr. Disraeli,and not less t» Lord Palmerston, for the graceful and 
generous manner in which they had adverted to the proceeding. He had 
heard the country had reversed its ancient character, and declined to confer 
any honour upon the force engaged on the occasion, For his part, he had no 
doubt that the conduct of the gallant admiral who commanded in the 
action would prove a valuable lesson, not only to the officers and men 
under him, but to the naval profession at large. It was true that tempo- 
rary success had fallen to the lot of the Chinese; but the conduct exhibited 
by the gallant admiral in the most bitter and trying moments reflected 
honour alike upon himself and the British uavy. (Hear, hear.) Ifa brave 
man, fallen into adversity, was the saddest, it was not less one of the 
grandest sights under Heaven; and he would moreover express a hope that 
the breasts of the brave men who had accompanied the gallant admiral 
would not remain without a decoration. It was what the country owed 
to those brave and gallant men. It was due to the memory of the dead. 
Tt was due to the gallant survivors themselves; and also to every one who 
bore the arms of England, in whatever clime. When he reflected upon the 
advance through that treacherous pass, and the exciting moment when the 
little force dared even to approach the walls of the forts and to struggle over 
them; when he reflected on the hour of their retreat, and that when their 
comrades were falling fast around them, they could stop midst the withering 
fire, raise the wounded men upon their shoulders and bear them to the boats, 
he owned that he felt proud of his bases fearoe (ilear.) And he believed 
that the struggle would bear as honourable mention in the page of history 
as that which commemorated the ride of the immortal 600 into the “valley 
of the shadow of death” at Balaklava, The bravery thus displayed would 
not be in vain. It would strike dismay into the hearts of the enemy when 
the hour of retribution came. And he hoped that every member of that 
House would take to himself the grand and memorable sentiment of the 
illustrious and stout-hearted soldier of Rome, when in the hour of defeat 
he uttered the words, That it was ordained that the winning cause should 
rest with our foes, but that which had been lost most commended itself to 
us.—Sir J. PaxinaTon, before the Address was put, wished to ask 
the Government with regard to that part of her Majesty’s most gra- 
cious Speech which referred to the commercial treaty with France. 
After what had fallen from the honourable baronet, he could 
not help expressing the satisfaction which he felt at the cir- 
onmstances that both in the discussion yesterday aud to-day, jus- 
tice has been done, though late, to the great gallantry which had been 
displayed by Admiral Hope in the Peiho. (Hear hear.) There had been 
previous otcasions on which the Government might have recognised that 
gallantry, but it was done. Nevertheless, he was glad that at last the 
distinguished service of the gallant and heroic admiral, and of those who 
fought under him, had been recognised. For his own part, ho believed 
that no more heroic conduct had been exhibited by the navy of England 
than that of Admiral Hopo and his forces at the mouth of the Peiho, He 
would not then enter into the state of our relations with the empire of 
China.—Mr. Hapriexp protested against the course that was about to be 
pursued in China. We called them semi-barbarians, but they called us 
downright barbarians; and he was sorry to say that in many respects they 
had too good reason to say so, We were raising up in China a military 
feeling. They had already gained one victory over us, and there was no 
telling what the consequences might be. He hoped the papers would bo 
presented full and entire, and not mutilated as in the case of the Affghan 
papers, which it had lately been demonstrated were in the first instance pre- 
sented to Parliament in a shamefully and perversely mutilated condition. 
The Americans had managed their affairs much more reasonably, and 
were now in terms of friendship with the Chinese Government.—Sir M. 
Sxrmovr would be sorry to lose this opportunity of expressing his cordial 
@dmiration and praise for the gallantry of the operations of his successor, 
Admiral Hope, on the Peiho. As to the political state of the question, he 
would limit himself to this remark, that from his own observation he could 
not understand how the ambassador could approach to Pekin, except by 
the accompaniment of an armed force. He should be glad if, after all 
that had ® pacific settlement was still possible, but he had 
little hope of it; and he thought the conduct of his friend, Admiral Hope, 
and his companions, could not be too highly praised for the very dis- 
tinguished gallantry they had shown on that occasion. (Loud cheers.) 





—Sir De Lacy Evans asked the Government when the debate 
on China was coming on, for he thought that it would be 
desirable that the House should express its opinion both as to the extent of 
the operations proposed, and whether they were to be carried on or not. 
The noble lord seemed yesterday to hold out a hope that an arrangement 
might be yet made. The Touse, however, had been told in the House 
of Lords if we were to have a war it would be merely a continuance 
of the last war. Had the proofs which had been given of the capacity 
of the noblo lord who was responsible for the administration of our 
Chinese affairs as recently displuyed been such that it was desirable he 
should be continued in such administration ? He cousidered that a very 
hard measure of responsibility had been cast upon Admiral Hope. 
Our diplomatic representative appeared to be entirely im ignorance of the 
resistance which the fects would have had to encounter at Peiho, and, 
though Admiral Ilopo might have been taken by surprise, he gave the highest 
proof of personal heroism. ‘The French had a small force there, which 
suffered as complete a defeat as we did ; but what did the French Govern- 
ment do? They inquired into the circumstances, and ded marks of 
merit to their officers; but though there were testimoni oth from the 
French and American representatives of the gallant conduct of the 
British forces under Admiral Hope, no word of condemnation, as far as he 
knew, had been addressed to them. Ie thought that they ought to have 
this matter fully gone into, and a distinct statement mado of tho inten- 
tions of the Government in. reference to future operations. Mr. BucHaNaNn 
inquired of the Government whether we were now, or in reality 
ever had been, at war with China, and whether Chinese junks seiz- 
ing commercial cargoes were to be regarded us Queen’s enemies ?— 
Mr. W. WiLiiams strongly advocated the immediate placing of the Reform 
Bill on the table of the House. If the cabinet was agreed upon it he could 
not conceive why, after its long process of incubation, the bill should not 
at once be laid before Parliament. It was clear that there was to be a 
great debate upon the Chinese war; and if the Reform Bill were net 
brought in before, and the Governmont should happen to go out, they would 
be charged with stifling the question of reform altogether.—Lord PaLmer- 
ston said, with respect to the observations of my right hon. friend (Mr. 
Horseman), as to tho notice of the introduction of the Reform Bill, I 
would remind him that it is impossible for the Government to satisfy the 
wishes and opinions of all partics as to the course of the public business. 
My right hon. friend, and others, would have been desirous that the 
Reform Bill should be the first measure we should propose. The hon, and 
gallant member for Westminster (Sir De Lacy Evans) attaches great 
importance to the decision of subjects connected with China, Other hon. 
members think that whereas a treaty has been concluded with France to 
regulate our commercial system, that ought to be the first measure taken 
into consideration in this house, Other hon. members attach great im- 
portance to a general review of our finances, and would prefer that we 
should take the earliest opportunity of bringing on the budget. It is 
impossible for her Majesty’s government equally to satisfy gentle- 
men of all shades of opinion, and their aim must be to make such 
distribution of the public business as may be most conducive to the 
public interest. When we enter into discussions upon these various 
subjects we must have the opportunity of justifying the course wo have 
pursued, in order to bring the deliberations of the house to a satisfactory 
and useful result. I can assure my right hon. friend that there is no 
reason to suppose that if the Reform Bill is introduced on February 20 
there will not be ample opportunity for discussing the details of the 
the measure and passing it into law in the present session, My right hon. 
friend has intimated that until this bill has passed we are not to expect 
from him any vote of a hostile character that will at all affect 
our position. I am obliged to him for that intimation (laughter) 
but I should hope that that indicates that he will give us fair 
play to the bill be passed, to which he attaches, very properly, great 
importance, and till it shall be rumbered among’ the statutes at fargo 
(hear, hear). With respect to China, it might be out of place for me to 
follow my hon. and gallant friend (Sir De Lacy Evans) into an argument 
on those transactions. Pupers relating to the subject will be laid before 
us at an carly period, and then will be the time to enter into an 
examination of the course we have taken relative to those operations. 
But my hon. friend behind me wishes to have it explained 
whether we are at war or not at war with China. He stated very 
correctly that, as regards the relations of the Queen with the Emperor of 
China, we never have been, in these late transactions, at war—that is 
to say, the Emperor of China has never chosen to consider the operations 
at Canton, for the purpose of obtaining satisfaction for outrages committed, 
as amounting to a disruption of relations between the two empires, and at 
Canton, Amoy, and Fow-chow-fow commercial relations have continued 
to be carried on. That is the state of things at present. If the Chinese 
treaty had been ratified the relations of the two countries would have been 
placed in a more satisfactory position, but the ratification of the treaty not 
having taken place, we are in the same state that we were before Lord 
Elgin negotiated the treaty, and the Emperor of China has made known 
that he did not wish the commercial relations of the two countries 
to be interrupted in consequence of the affair at the Peiho or 
the antecedent events at Canton. If a declaration of war had been issued 
it would be impossible for us to carry on commercial relations at Shanghai 
and other ports, and Ithink the House will sce that it should be matter of 
grave consideration whether any disturbance should be occasioned to com- 
mercial arrangements, which may be carried on as long as they are con- 
sistent with the treaty, and whether such a course is not most promotive 
of the interests of the country (hear, hear), The CHANCELLOR of the Ex- 
CHEQUER said he wished to observe, in the first place, in reply to a state- 
ment which had fallen from the right hon. gentleman opposite, that ° 

Government were uot awaro that they had let pass any legitimate oppor- 
tunity of testifying their high sense of the bravery which had been dis- 
played by our troops in the recent operation on the banks of the Peiho. 
‘They had always entertained a feeling of unqualified admiration of that 
bravery, and he thought that feeling had been expressed on the preceding 
evening by his noble friend at the head of the Government; but if it 
could be shown that they had been guilty of any omission in that case 
they would gladly take the earliest possible opportunity of repairing jit. 
The Address was then agreed to.

THE PARLIAMENTARY DEBATES ON CHINA. 


Tre China question will apparently have the first con- 
sideration of our legislators. Our readers are aware that 
we have condemned the action of Mr. Bruce, our plenipo- 
tentiary in China, and in our Parliamentary intelligence it 
will be seen we are not without supporters. Earl Grey 
commended the opposition to Mr. Bruce’s proceedings at 
the Peiho, and the action of ministers in making preparations 
to carry out his policy, by an armed force despatched from 
this country and India, without calling Parliament together, 
and receiving the assent of the country on so important a 
subject as entering on a war with China. On the conduct 
of Mr. Bruce in forcing a passage up the Peiho, the noble 
earl asked whether he should not have previously appealed 
to the Court of Pekin. Lord Brovanam concurred in this 
view of the case, and said we had no right to force our way 
up that particular passage, and he hoped that, if it were 
decided on entering again into hostilities with the Chinese, 
we should do so in a regular manner, by declaring war 
and otherwise dealing with them as we should, with 
any other country; any othcr course, he argued would 
lead us into difficulties with Russia and the United States. 
Sir H. Witrovensy, and Mr. HapFIExp, and Sir De Lacy 
Evans, convened generally in protesting against our renewed 
hostilities, and the manner in which they had becn induced. 
Admiral Szymour said he did not see how our ambassador 
could proceed to Pekin except with an armed force, but the 
gallant admiral did not give an opinion on the very large one 
that accompanied Mr. Brucx ; he, with all other speakers, 
spoke strongly of the gallant conduct of Admiral Horg and 
his companions. The Duke of Newcastte acted as the chief 
for Government, and contended that we had not been at peace 
with the Chinese for the past two years, inferring that the 
reinforcements sent out lately by Government were merely in 
support of the expedition which was placed at the disposal 
of Lord Exain in 1857. Now, force the matter as they like, 
the present Government know that they have virtually left 
the question of peace or war in the hands of Mr. Bruce; 
what result that will be attended with we need scarcely in- 
timate. The month of May, we make quite certain, will find 
our forces collected in the Gulf of Pecheli; and as on last 
occasion of course the junk bearing a reply to Mr. Bruce's 
demands will arrive the day after hostilities have commenced, 
or it will not be superscribed in a proper manner. 
Lord Patmenstox, in replying to the remarks of Sir Dr 
Lacy Evans, eaid he considered it more to the interests of 
this country to abstain froma declaration of war, as in that 
case we could not carry on our important trade at Shanghai. 
It will be observed that Lord Joun Russext, our Forcign 
Secretary, who has conducted the correspondence with Mr. 
Bauce, and must assuredly be better informed on the subject 
than the Duke of Newcastzz, or any other member of the 
Cabinet, did not address the House on the subject; and if 
we may judge from the extract of his letter of the 10th Oct., 
which will be found infour summary of Mr. Bruce's corre- 
spondence, we may conclude that he has not been a willing 
pay to the support of Mr. Brucr’s policy. This letter, 

owever, confirms the statement made in our last and previous 
issues, that instructions had been sent to Mr. Bruce to ex- 
haust all means of procuring a peaceable solution of our 
present difficulties; but, as already intimated, we feel quite 





certain he will not succeed. England will ever have cause 
to regret that Lord Exorn left his post before completing his 
mission, but we must do him the justice to say that it was no 
fault of his, that lies with the late Derby Government. He 
was not consulted in the matter, and was perfectly sincere in 
his intentions in returning from Canton to the north to ratify 
the treaty ; and quite sure are we that had he done so our 
Taku disaster would have been avoided. 


THE JAPANESE CURRENCY. 


One of the most important subjects in connection with 
Japan, and which, judging from the silence observed by the 
press generally, appears to be so little understood, is the 
question of the intrinsic value of the native coins, and the 
relative par of exchange between them and foreign money. 
There is in Japan a native currency of gold, silver, copper, 
and iron. The gold kobang is equal to 4 silver stztbous, the 
itzibou is worth 44 copper mace, and the latter passes for 
100 iron cash. When we say that the itzibou is worth 43 
copper mace, we speak with reference to their relative value, 
according to the latest advices which quote the kobang as 
worth 18 mace; for it must be borne in mind that the relative 
value of these two coins fluctuates, and consequently includes 
in its fluctuation the worth of the silver itzibou. 

According to the analysis made by Berzexrvus, the gold 
kobang is worth 12 florins, and 40 kreuzers Dutch currency, 
which would give it as nearly as possible the value of a 
guinea. Colonel von Srznoxp estimates it at 12} Dutch 
florins, which, reckoning the florin at 2 francs and 10 cen- 
times, would be equal to 26 francs 25 centimes. In the table 
of foreign coins given in the Annuatre du Bureau des Longi- 
tudes, for 1848, we find the value of the old kobang put 
down at 51 francs 24 centimes, and that of the new kobang 
at 39 francs 69 centimes. Now these quotations, though 
not absolutely incorrect, and coming from such high authority, 
may easily lead to false conclusions, and it may, therefore, 
be well to explain that they may be termed superannuated ; 
for the “‘old kobangs” alluded to by the Annuatre are 
really ancient coins now no longer in circulation, whilst the 
kobang now-a-days called ‘‘old,” is the one analysed by 
BrrzErius. The new kobang is not always equally pure, 
and according to an analysis lately made at the Bank of 
England, is scarcely worth 11 Dutch florins. In order not to 
over estimate its value, let us take it at 10, which would 
make it equal to 21 francs. By this calculation the itzibou, 
being a quarter of a kobang, is equal to 6 francs 25 centimes. 

So much for the Japanese native currency. Now let us 
take another view of the case. The American dollar is 
ascertained to have an intrinsic value of 5 francs 30 centimes, 
and it requires rather more than 3 silver itzibous to make up 
the weight of an American dollar, Now, as it is stipulated 
in Article 5 of the treaty between Japan and the United 
States, that in all commercial transactions the Japanese cur- 
rency shall be taken weight for weight, to be equal to foreign 
coins of similar description, the result is, that the Americans 
require 8 itzibous for their dollar, which makes the latter 
equal to 15$ francs, when, as we have just seen, its real value 
is only 5] francs. What financial noneense! And yet it is 
not so wholly obscure as not to be easily intelligible; on the 
contrary, the facts of the case are simple enough. he value 
of the itzibou is not intrinsic or unfluctuating like that of the 
kobang, but only represents a certain value. To refuse to 
take it, except at its real worth, would be similar to buying a 
bank note at the value of the paper on which it is printed. 
But in- spite of this misunderstanding one ought to be cautious 
in blaming anybody, either the European merchants or the 
Japanese Government. It is their mutual ignorance that does 
the mischief. It is anincontrovertible fact that, if the stipu- 
lations of the treaty were observed to the letter, 100,000 
dollars (worth 530,000 francs) would be equal in value to 
300,000 itzibous, which at four to the kobang would produce 
no less than 1,475,000 francs; a very pretty profit, which 
would soon have the effect of attracting dollars from all parts 
of the world, and draining Japan of its gold kobangs. But, 
unfortunately for the speculator who may feel induced to 
enter on such a brilliant financial operation, the Japanese 
Government steps in with its veto, without anybody's being 
able to contest its right to do so. The text of the treaty isto 
be sure in existence, but it is wholly impracticable as long as 
some fundamental modifications are not introduced in the 
monetary system of Japan, exposed as they are, moreover, to 
the more or less fraudulent speculations of the manufacturers 
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of base metal. The measures hitherto adopted by the Govern- 
ment of Japan, to remedy these evils and inconveniences to 
commerce, are not sufficient to counteract the abuses. That 
government has lately created a sort of paper money, and 
permits every European to exchange each day 2 dollars, and 
no more, for 6 itzibous in paper. It is scarcely needful to 
say that these 2 dollars’ worth of itzibous a day are of no com- 
mercial importance, nor do the Europeans individually derive 
much advantage from what was ignorantly granted as a boon, 
and considered as a great concession; for the retail shop- 
keeper, the domestic servant, or the native boatman, all testify 
the greatest repugnance to be paid for their labour, or goods, 
by this paper money, and in most cases prefer not to work or 
not to sell, than to be remunerated in this ambiguous man- 
ner. But in spite of all these difficulties and drawbacks, 
business is transacted, and sometimes even with a brilliant 
profit, though the European commerce can take no part in 
it, as it is chiefly confined to a sort of bartering trade, carried 
on between Shanghai and Nagasaki, and varies so much in 
its nature, and the articles composing it, as to make it im- 
sible to specify it or go into details without exceeding the 
Fimits of ourcolumns, besides which, what is a profitable in- 
vestment one day becomes a dangerous speculation the next. 
What concerns us most is, to obtain a clear insight into the 
monetary system of Japan and its influence on the trade with 
Europe. Upon the whole, then, it scems that the difference 
between the nominal and the intrinsic value of the itzibou 
acts at present as a damper to all extensive commercial enter- 
rise, which, though devoutly wished to be entered into on 
oth sides, cannot be undertaken without the mutual fear and 
risk of a loss in squaring their accounts. 

It is impossible that this unsatisfactory state of things can 
last much longer. Some definite and equitable measure must 
be introduced and generally adopted by mutual agreement to 
put a speedy end to this financial crisis, and permit honest 
commercial transactions to take place between the Japanese 
and those Europeans with whose governments treaties have 
been concluded. Attempts to find this desideratum have been 
made, but hitherto withoutsuccess. On July 8 last, the Japan- 
ese Government proposed to introduce a new silver coin of the 
real value of the itzibou and equivalent to the dollar, or five 
francs 30 centimes, but the European and American mer- 
chants opposed this measure—which was intended to be 


carried into execution the very next day—with all their’ 


might, as it would have depreciated the value of the dollar, 
which is the only coin in general circulation in those parts, 
by 200 per cent., and the consequence was that the project 
was abandoned. In the meantime, trade is languishing, and 
what is still worse is, that these misunderstandings and 
hagglings have the effect of creating suspicions towards 
Europeans in the breasts of the hitherto so confiding Japanese, 
and preventing that close and friendly connection which, 
whilst it leads to their mutual advantage, must eventually 
open the door to European civilisation, and the introduction 
ofthe blessings of Christianity. It would be well worta the 
while of England, France, Holland, Russia, and the United 
States, to concert some well-digested plan, and propose it col- 
lectively by their respective representativesin Japan. Till this 
question is definitely settled, and the value of the currency 
placed upon a simple and satisfactory footing, it is an illusion 
to expect to see the trade with Japan develop itself in a 
manner commensurate with the enlightened views of the 
present day. Here is a nation of some 30 millions of inhabit- 
ants, who have been locked up and left to their own 
resources for two centuries, perfectly willing to trade 
with us—now that the barrier has been broken down—and 
ready to take our manufactures, our instruments, arms, tools, 
and articles of use and luxury, in exchange for their silk, 
copper, wax, and other valuable articles of home produce, 
and yet no business of any importance can be transacted, on 
account of the difficulty of regulating the value of the 
native currency, and the par of exchange for foreign coin. 

Since the above was in type we have received from our 
Paris correspondent the following extract of a letter from 
Yedo, dated last November :— 


Foreign merchants had acquired the right of exchanging daily 150 
dols. into itzibous, but as this exchange is against the Japanese 
treasury, it is doubiful whether it can be long maintained. The con- 
suls represented that 150 dols. a day to exchange was a very small 
matter, and the Japanese authorities allowed the exchange to be carried 
the cypher to 500 dols, or 1,555itzibous. This was. a magnificent affair 
for the proprietors of dollars, who exchanged their itzibous against 
kobangs, the value of which ran from 1 dol, 9U cents, to 2 dols, 60 cents., 
sccording to the age of the pieces, nearly double the market price of 





Shanghai. As tho point was to exchange as many dollars a day as 
possible, Europeans, and especially Americans, dia not scruple to 
descend to certain discreditable “tricks of trade.” For example, 
Jabez could only exchange with the Treasury for 500 dols. a day; But 
Jabez soon found that he could exchange in the names of his friends, 
real or imaginary, Mr. Jeremiah, Mr. Elias, Mr. Charles, and Mr. 
Habakkuk. Mr. Jabez found that hy exchanging 2,000 dols. for 
6,220 itzibous, he could purchase a million of kobangs or ten bales of 
silk, which in a month brought him in a profit of 1,000 dols. 

Tho same letter states, that the merchants of Shanghai aro so rich 
that they can freight a vessel with dollars. Thus, no sooner bad the 
Powhattan brought the news that silver was worth fold in Yoku-Hama, 
than # whole flood of silver inundated the town. The Powhattan alone, 
on her return, brought over 400,000 dols., and other vessels followed her 
in all haste. The Japanese could stand this no longer however. Atlength 
it said, in answer to the demands made upon it. “ I shall give as much 
as I can, and to every one in proportion to his demands. Apply to me.” 
The merchants hastened to obey. Some limited themselves to 500 
dols., others wished to exchange for 1,000 or 6,000 dols. One, more 
cunning than the rest, said to himself, “Why stick at trifles!” He 
informed the treasury that he wanted change for 20 millions of dols. 
Only 20 millions! The treasury set about its calculations. The 
gentleman of 500 dols. obtained nothing, he of 1,000 obtained a dozen 
itzibous, he of 6,000 some twenty. The rest of the money fell into the 
pocket of the man of 20 millions. As he had the laugh against the 
others, the latter saw the mistake they had made, and the day after 
each presented himself at the treasury with a reasonable demand ; that 
is to say, for fabzlous sums. The government of Japan refused, aod 
very properly. The writer considers that the conduct of the Europeans, 
in sae cs 8 people with whem they have just formed a treaty, is dis- 
graceful, 








ALBERT SmitH’s “ PiGEON.”—Between the repulse at Peiho and the 
iNness of ALBERT SaTH, Chinese affairs have not been on a satisfactory 
footing of late. It is therefore highly gratifying to know that our French 
ally has actually sent off his General to the East, and that our English 
entertainer has re-appeared in Piccadilly. We hope that it is not unaffec- 
tionate to say so, but with certain Crimean recollections strong upon us, 
we are rather inclined to believe that the now Chinese campaign will be 
carried on with most loyalty by GENERAL ALBERT. At all events weare 
certain he will not bring it to a conclusion without due consideration for 
his allies, and that he will give them all due recognition of their presence, 
and of their zeal in taking places—a trifling attention to facts which 
is ocensionally pretermitted over the water. Seriatim, as VI1scouNT 
WILLIAMS says, we deplored, in company with the QuEEN, and in common 
with the public, the affliction which interrupted Mr. ALBERT SmiTH’s 
entertainment, and are exceedingly happy to “depend” upon a French 
General (on this occasion only) a congratulation to our pleasant-faced, 
pleasant tongued lecturer, upon his resuming his nights with the pigtails. 
In the words of Conrucius (whom we never read, and have not the least 
intention of reading), “May our Eorrt1an Fisher always have a good 
Havw.”"—Punch. 

Trave witn Cutna—At the meeting of the Glasgow Chamber of 
Commerce on the 20th inst., Mr. W. 2 Patson in the chair, Mr. 
Buchanan, M.P., of the firm of Messrs. Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co., 
ot Glasgow, said—The matter I am going to refer to is one of con- 
siderable consequence, and it is one which has never yet been brought 
before this Chamber. I allude to the anomalous position in which our 
trade with China is placed in the event of hostilities going on. During 
the second, and if I am not mistaken, during the first war also, it was 
alleged by lawyers and others well versed in international law, that 
really there was no case of war at all; in the case of the second war at 
least, it was a mere mob and riot at Canton, and the question was 
never thoroughily raised as to whether or not we were in reality st war. 
Now you will sce how important the matter is, when I mention that a 
bill of lading—a charter-party—contains a clause by which all parties 
are relieved of their obligations when the country is actually st war, 
and when it has been officially declared. During the last war s most 
serious inconvenience arose from the very circumstance that ships had 
great difficulty in getting up the Canton river, and had to return with 
very little cargo. Mr. Dunlop: You therefore wish that Government 
should now declare war against China ?—Mr. Buchanan: No; but I 
say that before they commence hostilities in any way they should 
declare war.—The Chairman expressed an opinion that although troops 
were going out war would not be declared—Mr,. Buchanan: When 
you broach the subject to Government they turn round and say, “Oh! 
it was a mere riot. But it involves considerations of the most in- 
jurious kind, I am one who has suffered, and am likely to suffer 
again.” Some conversation ensued, and it was eventually agreed to 
take up the subject at another meeting. 

Mr. Tarrant’s Case.—It appears that the positive release of this 
gentleman at the expiration of six months, as stated in the last 
number of the London and China Telegraph, is finally left to the discre- 
tion of his Excellency the Governor of Hong Kong; his transfer to the 
debtor's side of the jail at that period, if not before, is however posi~ 
tively ordered by his grace the Duke of Newcastle. 

Trinipap.—A meeting of the council of Government was held on Dee. 
19, at which supplementary estimates were passed to the amount of 
£24,683. There had been another arrival of Coolie immigrants. Tho 
Labrador, from Calcutta, landed 217 men, 61 women, and 39 children, 
There were 41 deaths during a voyage of 81 days, The Labrador brought, 
besides the Coolies, a considerable cargo of rice, &c. Among the immi- 
grants that arrived in the Labrador, there were 20 Coolies who went home 
from this colony last year in the Morayshire, and seven who left in the 
previous year, and who have now returned in all probability to make = 
permanent settlement after their indented time has expired.

EMANCIPATION OF SLAVES IN JAVA. 

Consideration for number one, thrift and money-making. are charac- 
teristic of the Dutch in so high a degree, that few who know this 
people well would give them credit for acting, from mere sentiment, 
adversely to their interests. Accordingly, when the fact is announced 
that the Dutch arc taking measures for the'gradual abolition of slavery 
throughout their East Indian possessions, the inference naturally sug- 
gests itsclf that the Dutch have calculated the expense of manumission ; 
have cast up acconnts as between profit on the one hand, and philan- 
thropy on the other; and have come to the conclusion, finally, that the 
two are not so antagonistic as they secm. At any rate, the great work 
of Dutch negro emancipation has begun. In its leading features the 
Dutch scheme resembles the plan of gradual manumission conceded by 
ourselves to the West Indies, where, by the Act of 1834, it will be 
remembered, emancipated negrocs were placed on tho footing of ap- 
prenticed labourers, the apprenticeship terminable, according to tho 
provisions of 1 Vict., cap. 19, on the Ist of August, 1840; but which 
term was further abridged by Acts of the Colonial Legislature. In 
Java, the period of apprenticeship is to last six years, counting from 
the beginning of 1860 to 1866, after which the negro obtains his com- 
plete freedom; and, being placed on a fo: ting of legal cquality with 
Europeans, will hava to accommodate himself to the new order of cir- 
cumstances. Borrowing another precedent from ourselves, the Dutch 
start in their career of philanthropy with a recognition of the principle 
that negroes are property—property objectionable, indeed—else the work 
of emancipation would not be needed ; but property still—goods and 
chattels; which, having been recognised as fitting in times gone by, 
and bequeathed to posterity, should, according to every notion of 
equity and justice, involve pecuniary compensation to owners of such 
property, whenever government might call upon them to give it up. 
—Morning Chronicle. 





THE DEBATES ON CHINA. 

A few dropping shots tell the variety of antagonist opinions current 
in Parliament on our abnormal relations with China, and they also 
betray the unwillingness of public men to come to close quarters with 
this dificult and multifarious subject. Lord Grey, who has a special 
talent for looking at everything in a point of view entircly his own, 
thinks that Parliament should have becn called together in the autumn, 
in order to be asked whether a treacherous attack upon an English 
flotilla ought to be followed by punishment. Lord Derby suspends his 
judgment as to the course pursued by Mr. Bruce, but declares that his 
Conduct is not to be justified by the instructions he received. In the 
House of Commons Mr. Disraeli is silent upon the policy of the British 
Ambassador at the Peiho. Sir John Pakington does not wish to ex- 
press any opinion upon the main question, and Sir Michael Seymour 
commits himself to no more decisive dictum than that he does not see 
how any public officer can go to China without a large forco to back 
him, <All parties seem to be playing a waiting game, watching to 
see signs of what the sentiment of the country is upon this Peiho 
disaster, and carcful not to repeat the error which brought about 
a certain dissolution which they have not forgotten. Lord 
Derby’s sient to ap out of the responsibility is not 
very successful; for although, when he sent away an am- 
bassador to the Antipodes, he could not very wisely have fettered 
him with instructions so precise that unexpected circumstances might 
probably render them impossible of execution, yet, seeing that he sent 
him accompanied by an English admiral and an English fleet, he 
must have contemplated the use of the force intrusted to his envoy, if 
that envoy should be interrupted in his mission. There is only one 
point connected with this unfortunate subject upon which all men of 
all parties are unanimous. Lords Grey, and Derby, and Palmerston, 
Mr, Disraeli, Admiral Walcott, and Sir John Pakington, all unite in 
celebrating the valour of the Admiral who behaved so heroi 
under circumstances so adverse, Here there is no note of discord, 
and no hesitation. The public voice had already made itself heard 
upon the matter, and it must be grateful to the officers and men who 
suffered this defeat to find that their exertions are acknowledged in 
both chambers of the legislature in much the samo terms as 
they had previously been recognised by the press and the general 
public. This is the only point relating to the new rupture with China 
upon which the parties have hitherto ventured to declare themselves 
Yet this subject of our third Chinese war must enter largely into the 
after-discussions by which this Session will be occupied. If we could 
only let that great stagnant mass of Chinese humanity quite alone, if 
We could watch it from a distance with only that abstract interest which 
8 philosopher may feel in witnessing the working of some moral law or 
the progress of some physical change, we should all be well content to 
do so. It is no mission of ours to stay the decomposition of that rot 
ting empire. It is not our desire to emancipate the Chinese from the 
rule of their Tartar conquerors, or to teach them how to throw off a 
system of ( eigiaesars which oppresses, but never protects. Wewould 
wnely, if we could, keep far away from snch a people, where the 
practical rule of right is force, where the practical defence against force 
1s fraud, where the whole system of government is a network of bribery, 
and where the established religion of the country is Atheism. Unfor- 
tunately, however, our appetites and our necessities force us into con- 
nection with theso people. They possess a country fruitful in articles 
without which we cannot, or, at any rate, we do not choose to live, 
Their teeming population has forced upon them that hard condition in 
which a man cannot cease from industry, even although he may have no 
security for enjoying its fruits. Ifthey work, they arc almost certain to be 
robbed, but enough may be left them just tokeep themselves alive; if they 
do not work, they are certain to perish, so they labour as their own silk- 
worms labour—spinning homes they are rarely destined to enjoy, but 
producing what foreigners desire to purchase, and what their own 
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ters take from them by violence, If we could do without tea and 
silk, if India could discover some innocent crop to supersede the poppy, 
and if we could find other sufficient markets for our manufactures, we 
might wisely leave this part of the world alone. But, so long as our 
ple will have tea, we have to pay for the bad government of China. 
The rapacity of the Mandarins keeps pace with the knowledge of the 
necessities of European tea-drinkers. We are at this moment 
paying £2,000,000 a-year to those local authorities who keep 
the passes through which the teas now travel in that tortuous 
path by which the corrupt Chinese Government forces them to 
reach the coast. When such a people have a monopoly of one 
of our necessaries of life, we cannot keep out of a connection with 
them. If a man has his finger and thumb ‘on your throat, you 
must persuade him, or parley with him, or fight him. This is very 
much our case with the Chinese. Under the existing system they can 
tax one of our greatest necessaries of life, or they can stop our supply ; 
they would lose that power if the treaty of Tientsin were carried out 
in its integrity. This is the whole question. Of course, the gainers 
by the present system will strive by force and by fraud to support that 
system. The producers hayo no voice in the matter, and the question 
is and must be between the Envlish tea-drinkers and the Chinese Man- 
darins. We also have our Mandarins, Our Chinese merchants are, 
many of them, as much interested in the continuance of the present 
mode of trade as the Chinese Mundarins are, Tkey make rapid for- 
tunes in a course of business they know, and they have no desire to 
in competing with a crowd of European tea and silk buyers in the 
interior of China. It is not of much consequence to them that tea 
should be cheap, but it is of great consequence to them that all the 
tea should pass through their hands. Our Chancellor of the Exchequer 
also is ex officio a great Mundatin, He looks to China for ten millions 
of revenue. Whether tea be cheap or dear, provided it and the other 
products come, he gets his money. Our Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
therefore, is very sensitive to any interruption of this Chinese trade, 
and our merchants look not lovingly on any very radical changes. 
‘Tkese are the material interests that attect the question. Unlortunately, 
also, statesmen have chosen the Chinese question as a party shuttle- 
cock, and professional philanthropists have talked visionary non- 
sense about it, both being encouraged by their ignorance of the people 
of England upon this distant and not very amusing subject. In the 
coming debates we must expect a great deal of this mischicvous inge- 
nuity, and we shall, no doubt, sce the most recondite doctrines of in- 
ternational law brought to excuse the treachery of Tartar savages wlo 
lured oar countrymen to destruction, and all sorts of allowances 
demanded for those innocent Confucians who outwitted Lord Elgin 
by encouraging him to omit from the Treaty of Tientsin that exact itin- 
erary to Pekin which the more far-sceing Russians had taken care to 
stipulate. We do not, however, apprehend that any political party in 
this country will venture to countermand the Chinese expidition which 
the bas announced, China is becoming daily more important 
tous. The door which Lord Elgin thought he had forced open is yet 
hardly ajar, but our manufactures are pouring in through the crann; 
at an unexpected rate. ‘Ihe lastjreturns were read everywhere wit 
astonishment, and almost with incredulity. A very large portion of 
the prosperity upon which the Queen congratulates her people is due 
to this great source of increased employment. Our population is 
wally beginning to understand this, our factory operatives are 
king it out, and all our tca-drinkers are getting an inkling of it. 
A proposition equivalent to giving up the ‘Treaty of Tientsin, and 
sitting down meckly under the destruction of an English fleet, would 
not suit the humour of our English people. On the other hand, we 
have not the least idea of spending £2,000,000, for nothing, or of keeping 
up @ constant drain of taxes into those seas. If we go there we must go 
there in some force, for, friendly as we are with the French, China is a 
Jong way off, and no one can tell what might happen if the French 
were greatly our superiors in number, and things were to take an 
adverse turn in Europe. If we go there in force wo must scttle matters 
80 ss not fo have togo there again. Butat any rate, we are engaged 
ip a third Chinese War, aud the only hope we can formin such a dis- 
agreeablo conjuncture is that it may be the last.—TZimes,

COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 

Spanien Sure “ Gertrcpis Macna.’’—Lozano v. Durant.—The 
jury found for the defendant—that the loss was only partial (as re- 
ported at the time in the London and China Express). It was now 
submitted that the verdict was against evidence.—The court took time 
to consider whether they would grant the rule for a new trial. 





BANKRUPTCY COURT. 


HerexsexBHor RusTOMJER, LATE OF Macao.—This was a meeting 
for choice of Assignees under the failure of Heerjecbhoy Rustomjce, 
eral merchant, of Bishopsgate-street. The bankrupt had been about 

ve years in this country. In October last he filed @ petition for 
arrangement, offering to pay his creditors 20s. in the pound if time 
were allowed. It turned out, however, that the list of creditors, which 
formed the basis of this calculation, contained several impo-tant omis- 
sions, and ultimately at his own wish, and in order to protect the furni- 
ture, Heerjeebhoy Rustomjec was made bankrupt. The bankrupt’ 
business consisted principally in exporting drapery and other goods ta 
India. The statement of the affairs of the 22nd October, 1859, as pre- 
pared by Messre. Johnson and Wilson, shows that the creditors un- 
secured are £10,396; creditors partially secured, less valuc of security 
held, £479. The property is thus stated:—Debtors doubtful, £293; 
property consigned, £16,668, less advances thereon, £10,587, leaving an 
expected balance of £6,130; other property, £7,255; surplus property 
int the hands of creditors, £989 ; but it is questionable whether realisa- 
tion will at all bear out the bankrupt’s estimate. The creditors con- 








sist principally of English and foreign merchants and manufactorers. 
The bankrupt says he is liable for his acceptance of the draft of W. C. 
Reins, of Liverpool, due 8rd December, for £172. This acceptance, 
according to his statement, was given as tho purchase money of a steam. 
engine, which was delivered at the Great Western Railway to his order, 
but subsegently obtained from the company without his authority. He 
is also liable upon his acceptance of the draft of Hyder Jung, due 24th 
October, for £200; and also for lus dishonoured cheque drawn on Glyn 
and Co., in the hands of Mr. Jay, for £31. 








Criminal and Police. 





Roxzzery or Governaent Stores ror Cuina.—Daniel Foley, a 
labourer, was charged on the 20th inst. with stealing a case con- 
taining about two dozen bottles of ale, brandy, sherry, and calves’ feet 
jelly, prepared for her Majesty’s Government for exportation to China. 
Mr. Reynard Skinner, manager for Messrs, Cooper and Hayes, 
Wapping-wall, Lower Shadwell, sta-cd that, on Dec. 1, he was in- 
formed that the prisoner had taken the case down a place called the 
boarced entry. It was safe in the warchouse with others at half-past 
five o’clock in the evening, and at a later hour was missing. ‘The 
prisoner, in defence, said the case was given to him by two men, who 
told him to carry it, and gave him one shilling for his trouble. A 
police-constable said that the prisoner had becn out of the way since 
the robbery, and that he met him on the 19th inst., and took him into 
custody. Mr Selfe had no doubt the prisoner had committed the 
robbery. It was very likely, indeed, there were two or three persons 
concerned in the robbery, “He sentenced the prisoner to be imprisoned 
in the House of Correction for two months, and kept to hard labour. 

A Lapy Passexcrr ror Hone Kone.—On the 18th inst., a lady- 
like young woman, about 19 years of age, who gave her name as Lola 
Fernandcz, presented herself before Sir Robert Carden (who sat for the 
Lord Mayor), and earnestly prayed his assistance, She said she had 
necendly come from Gibraltar, for the purpose of obtaining a passage to 
Hong Kong, where her only near relations, a brother and uncle, resided. 
She obtained permission from Mr. Richards, comptroller of the trans- 

rt service, to our a cabinin the Mauritius, and went down to 

reenhithe with her luggage to take possession. Unfortunately the 
cabin assigned to her had been previously appropriated to a medical 
gentleman and his wife, consequently she was thrown into a difficulty, 
which, being a stranger here, she hardly knew how to surmount; 
and, to make matters worse, while going to the railway-station on the 
13th her pocket was picked of her purse, containing £32, every farthing 
she had in theworld. By the advice of a Roman Catholic priest, she 
applied to Mr, Richards for permission to occupy a berth in the Sir 
Wiiliam Peel, a transport vessel appointed to sail from Greenhithe on 
the 19th inst., the owners of the vessel being willing to find her in 
provisions on the understanding that her relations shonld. pay upon the 
arzival of the ship at Hong Kong ; but Mr. Richards did not feel him= 
self justified in granting permission a second time, unless Miss Fernan- 
dez brought a letter from some one of influence, recommending her as 
a person worthy o- credit. Having no friends in the metropolis, she 
asked Sir R. Carden to speak to the comptroller of the transport service 
on her behalf. Sir Robert, having no doubt as to the truth of her 
narrative—which from her manner, it was impossible to doubt—at once 
instructed one uf the oflicers of the court to obtain audience of Mr, 
Richards. That gentleman interested himself warmly in the case, and 
said that upon the reccipt of a note from Sir R. Carden, intimating his 
belief tl at her tale was truc, he would grant her permission to occupy a 
cabin in the Sir $Willium Peel. Sir R. Carden hastily wrote a few lines, 
upon the reccipt of whieh Mr. Richards proceeded to the Admiralty, 
and obtained the documents necessary to enable Miss Fernandez to 
sail in the Sir William Peel. Sir Robert Carden also ordered that £2 
should be given to her from the poor-box, and directed the officer to 
go with her to the railway-station,

FAonetary and Commercial. 





It appears by statements received from St. Petersburg that of 
the £12,000,000 Russian Loan, introduced last autumn, only 
£5,400,000 was placed in the continental and London markets. 

Ata meeting of the London and Westminster Bank, a divi- 
dend and bonus were declared at the rate of 10 per cent, for the 
half year. The total distribution in 1858 was 16 per cent., and 
1858, 17, while in 1859 it advanced to 18 per cent. Compared 
with last year, a slight diminution is shown in the amounts due 
to customers from a decline in the deposits at interest, A short 
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discussion took place, chiefly congratulatory. Mr. Gilbart, the 
late manager, was elected as extra director, in anticipation of 
the next vacancy. 

The first meeting of the Mercantile Discount Company has 
been held. The report stated that the net profits in the seven 
and a half months the company has been in operation amounted 
to £7,922, and a dividend and bonus were recommended equal 
together to 12 per cent. per annum. 

A meeting of the Union Bank took place to-day, Alderman 
Sir Peter Laurie in the chair, when the report, announcing a 
dividend and bonus for the past half-year at the rate of 15 per 
cent. per annum, free of income-tax, was adopted unanimously. 

The National Discount Company have issued their report. 
The available balance is £14,740, and a dividend is recommended 
at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, absorbing £9,633, and 
leaving £5,107 to be carried to the reserved fund, which will 
then amount to £25,604. 

Tho bar silver by the West India steamcr has been sold at 
5s. 23d. per ounce standard, showing a rise of $d. compared with 
the price obtained for the previous supply. 

The arrival of the Imperatriz at Ceylon,en route to Kura- 
chee, with a portion of the Red Sea cable, has been announced 
59 days from Liverpool. 

The specie, by the steamer China, on the 20th inst., was as 
follows: —For Calcutta, silver, £243,595, and gold, £85,000; 
Shanghai, silver, £98,381; Hong Kong, silver, £64,270, and 
gold, £10,000; Madras, silver, £19,500, and gold, £8,473; 
Ponang, silver, £8,650; Alexandria, gold, £7,500; Ceylon, gold, 
£1,700; and for Foo-chow-foo, silver, £540. Of the remittance 
to Hong Kong, £32,313 is on Government account. 

At a meeting of the Great Ship Company, the directors offered 
to resign. A committee has been formed to investigate and 
report on their management. The financial statement showed 
that £353,971 had been received, including £298,733 from the 
shareholders, £10,133 for admission of visitors to the ship, and 
£40,000 on loan; and £347,483 expended, including £166,164 
on purchase account, £142,290 on completion account, £11,842 
for general stores, £15,311 for wages and ship’s expenses, and 
£11,067 general charges, leaving a balance of £6,474. The 
estimated liabilities and assets showed a balance against the 
company of £36,641. 

The Board of Trade returns for 1858 have just been issued, 
showing the details of our import and export trade. 

The grand total value of the imports of goods and merchandise in 
1858, was £164,583,8324, and that of the exports £139,782,779, making 
a gross total trade, on the part of the British cmpire, of £304,366,611. 
The trade of 1856 and 1856 was larger, in the ratio of £334,018,742 
and £611,764,507, In 1855 the imports and exports together stand at 
the sum total of £260,234,150; and in 1854 at £268,210,148. 

The imports are thus classified according to countries:—From

The comments of the Times on these returns are as follows: — 


Next to the description of the business, the most important point 
is that of our customers, and hcre the account presents some very 
striking features. ‘The United States are, beyond all comparison, the 
largest customers with whom we have any dealings, but they do not 
buy of us half as much as they sell. Germany, on the other hand, 
takes from us, through the Hanse Towns, twice as much as she sends, 
while Spain and Turkey keep the balance pretty even. Indin also is 
# most important customer to us, for the account between the two 
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cguntries is not only very large—£30,000,000 and upwards both ways 
together—but is somewhatin our favour. From the Chinese, ofcourse, we 
bay immense stocks of tea and silk, whereas at present we sell them next 
to nothing. Russia, again, is more of a seller than a bayer, which is 
not extraordinary, considering how :auch we want of her produce and 
how little she actually necds of ours; but there is anothcr example 
which is of more importance than all. Nothing can be plainer than 
that our dealings with France arc unnaturally restricted. We our- 
selves do not go to France for so much as we really want, though we 
do take £13,000,000 worth from her; but when it comes to the turn 
of Frenchmen to be buyers, the figures are less satisfactory still. They 
literally only deal with us to the amount of £4,000,000 or £5,000,000 ; 
whereas Holland does more than this, and Brazil nearly as much.

The new arrivals of Monings and Wopaks have 
met with a ready sale, at a further rise of a 1d. per 1b. Good to 
fine Kaisows have also been in demand, and may be quoted 1d. 
to 14d. per Ib. dearer. Tayshans have sold freely from 1s. 5d. 
to 1s. 9d. per 1b. Oolongs and Souchongs present no feature for 
rematk, There has been more inquiry for Flowery Pekoe, at 
rather better prices. Scented Orange Pekoes have been difficult 
of sale, and prices have ruled in favour of the buyers. Common 
kinds have been better supported. Fine Scented Capers have 
sold at former rates; common and medium have been less in 
demand. Green Teas have been sold to a fair extent at former 
prices ; and in some cases, on the lower qualities, a slight advance 
has been paid. Young Hysons are scarce, and commend fall 
prices. Taiping Gunpowders in boxes have been sold at from 
1s. 11d. to 2s. 1d. per 1b. Ping Sueys continue to be taken from 
time to timo at former rates. Canton Young Hysons are in 
improved demand, also the better class of Gunpowders. ‘There 
have been two public sales, comprising 30,376 packages, of 
which 8,600 were sold, including 670 packages Assam Teas. 
-Another tea circular announces Common Congous have advanced 
to 1s. 5}d., this is partly owing to the small quantity of this 
kind on offer, for, at 1d. more, much better tea can be had. A 
parcel of half chests of Congou dust, per the Anglo Sazon, sold 
at 1s. 3$d.; some chests, rather better, per the Spirit of the Deep, 
were placed at 1s, 4d. Foo-chow medium kinds have advanced 
3d. Black leaf Kaisows sell at 1s. 8d. to 2s, Low-scented teas 
are sought for, and if on the market would sell at last week’s 
rates. Holders keep back large quantities of Scented Orange 
Pekoes, at about 1s.

LATEST STATE OF THE HAMBURG MARKETS, 

Although the desultory character of this winter, continually 
vacillating between alternate frost and thaw, cuts off all com- 
mercial commmunication with the north of Europe, so, on the 
other hand, it prevents our markets from being overstocked by 
large arrivals of produce from other ports, and opens the door 
for speculative purchases. 

Correz.—Firm and looking up. Sales 30,000 bags of different 
sorts, and 80,000 lbs. Domingo at full prices. Purchasers are 
ready to do business, and the sales would have been much more 
extensive if importers had given a little more encouragement. 

8SvGar—The late advance is fully supported both for raw and 
refined. For the latter the market was very active, overything 
offered finding a rapid sale. 

Ricz.—The opinion for this article is favourable, the market 
firm, and higher prices demanded, which has rather tended to 
check business, the sales of the fortnight being principally limited 
to the requirements of the local trade. 

Daves anv S8Pices.—Large sales of Cassia lignea have again 
taken place, and not only is the late advance fully established, 
but prices may be quoted fully 1 sch. beo. per Ib. higher, with 
every probability of a still further rise, as stocks are short and 
only limited supplies expected. Pepper quiet, there being but 
little in the market. Pimento in good demand. Some large 
transactions have taken place in this article on speculation. 
Camphor has run up to an enormous height, partly from the 
great demand and small stocks, and partly from the late riso of 
prices in other markets. Of the raw article there is no more to 
be had, and every parcel of refined is bought up as soon as it 
comes to market. The last sale was 10,000 lbs. at 20 seh. banco 
per Ib., and the price is likely to go higher. 

Merats.—There was some inquiry for Banca tin, but as the 
orders were limited the business done was not large. Copper is 
higher, owing to the rise of this article in England, and some 
lerge operations were effected at the advanced quotations. Spel- 
ter neglected, and even a trifling reduction in the demands of 
the holders failed to awaken speculation, whilst the ice on the 
river prevents the execution of orders for shipment. 

Discount 2 and 3 per cent. Money plentiful. 
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MANCHESTER MARKET. = 

There has been a gradually improving market for both yarn 
and cloth during the week, and sellers report an exceedingly 
extensive business. The letter of the Emperor of the French, 
indicating a free-trade policy, coming about the same time as the 
better accounts from Calcutta, gave a strong impulse to the 
market on Monday and Tuesday, and the sales of cloth were 
large almost beyond precedent. Shirtings, madapollams, jac- 
conets, and other light fabrics for India were in active demand ; 
and as stocks had been cleared off, some heavy contracts were 
pleced at a slight advance of prices. Of course, contracts 
for early delivery were those commanding the best prices, 
but so much is production pre-engaged, that orders have been 
placed for which the deliveries cannot take place before 
March and April. Heavier and better cloths, suited to other 
markets, including the home trade, have improved in firm- 
ness under these circumstances, and long cloths, T-cloths, do- 
mestics, and printers, are in good request, and as there 
were many of the makers of these who had not come out 
of order, they are now scarce, so that buyers have to pay very 
full rates to place contracts for reasonably early supplies. There 
has been rather less done in India goods within the last day or 
two, but it is a good deal owing to the difficulty of getting the 
goods, and the firmness of prices is not affected. For yarns there 
was a very large business done on Tuesday, and nearly all 
kinds suitable for India, China, and the Mediterranean mar- 
kets were in request, at an advance of jd. to }d. per lb. 
According to a circular of Mr. Charles Oldham, of Manchester. 
the aggregate exports to China of plain and printed calicoes in 
1859, compared with those five years back, show an increase of 
480 per cent., and of cotton yarn 377 per cent. Of the total 
export of plain and printed calicoes from the United Kingdom 
last year more than half was to India and China.

FOREIGN COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
Lonpon, Jan. 30, 1860. 
The mails with dates from Shanghai to the 7th, Hong Kong, 
the 15th, and Singapore, the 22nd of December, were received 
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this morning, and advise an uninterrupted course of business. 
The English news of October 26, it is reported, arrived per 
Laneefield, outside Hong Kong, two days in advance of the 
mail steamer, In consequence of the reduction of the tonnage 
dues on American vessels from five to four mace per ton, an 
application has been made under the favoured nation clause, for 
the admission of British vessels on the same footing, on the 
grounds, that as the new treaty has not been ratified, the -last 
one is still in force. We cannot see how Mr. Bruce arrives at 
this conclusion, and quite certain are we that the Chinese Govern- 
ment will not concede that or any other point in the present 
state of affairs. It is obvious that if one point can be claimed, 
all those now enjoyed by the Americans can be equally so. 

It is rumoured at Canton that 150,000 dols. have been received 
by the American commissioner, on account of their claims for 
damages done in the war at Canton in 1856-57. The foreign 
inspectors of the Canton customs appear to adjust themselves 
more to the requirements of the native and foreign community. 
The seizure of the Portuguese steamer Shamrock ended in con- 
fiscating the cargo, and a fine of 3,000 taels. At Japan, a notice 
will be found, issued by our consul at Yedo, on the still vexed 
question of currency. It appears the export of gold still yields 
some 60 per cent. profit, and the Japanese are not able to prevent 
its export. A notice has been issued in reference to purchasing 
land. Another vessel has been sacrificed on the Pratas Shoals, 
laden with tea and silk; particulars will be found in our ship- 
ping. How many more are required to induce the body of un- 
derwriters to take steps for the erection of a lighthouse on this 
maelstrom. 


In Exports: 

Tea.—At Shanghai the teamen have met an increased demand 
with caution, and an advance in rates has resulted. The export, 
although in excess of the previous years, is not a criterion that 
the season’s stock will prove larger. The anxiety of foreigners 
to ship off before hostilities are resumed fully accounts for the 
exeess. The settlements are announced as 7 chops Congou, at 
82 to 25 for Ho Hows; common and Shanghai packed 19 to 20. 
1,000 packages flowery Pekoe at rates from 25 to 40. In 8, 
settlement small, both for England and United States. Im- 
perial Taiping is quoted at 18 to 21. At Foo-chow, rates have 
also advanced from 2 to 3 taels, about 15,000 chests and 10,000 
halves were settled at 18 to 23 taels. At Amoy, rates had been 
for Congou, 14 dollars to 16 dollars; 3,000 cheats of Oolong and 
Ningyongs fixed at 15 dollars to 16 dollars for Ankoi sorts. 
At Canton, the teamen are so exorbitant in their demands, that 
business has been much restricted, and rates can hardly be 
given; 2,500 half chests of Taysaams settled at 21 to 25 taels. 

Raw 811x.—At Shanghai transactions are restricted, owing 
to the increased demands‘of the holders, About 1,500 bales, 
and 1,000 of Japan settled. Quotations are, Tsatlees No. 1, taels 
480 to 435, Taysaams No. 1, taels 355 to 365. At Canton no 
business to report. 

In Imports: 

Corron Goops.—Stocks at all parts are small with a fair 
demand, the quotations at Shanghai for 74 to 10 lbs. Grey 
Shirtings is 1.8.4. to1.8.5.; at Hong Kong 2.25 dols. to 2.90 
dols. Cotton yarn at the latter was 33 dols. for Nos. 16.24. 
‘Woollens and metals are also in good demand, and coal had been 
sold at 18 dols. for good English steam. American cotton goods 
‘were very dull. 

At Manita.—The import market for cotton goods is active, and 
the stocks of some goods very small. In exports, sugar was 
quoted at 5.25 dollars for clayed, but no transactions, Unclayed 
sales at 3 dollars 85 cents. Hemp for United States at 5 dollars, 
6 cents. for current quality.

SHIPPING CASUALTIES. 

The Cornelis Smet, from Cardiff to Hong Kong, put into Falmouth 
Jan. 23, with loss of sails, three boats, bulwarks, spars, cookhouse, and 
damage to decks, 

The Anandale, from Hong Kong, met with heavy weather on the 
2st; was struck by a heavy sea, which carried away yards and sails, 
bulwarks, stanchions, and two boats. Two seamen, named Stanley 
and Campbell, were washed overboard and drowned. Captain 
Aitcheson died on the 10th inst., of dysentery. 

‘The Charles Brownell, Bedfield, from Singapore to Liverpool, arrived 
off Fleetwood Jan. 21; lost most of her canvass during the night, 
and was driven into Morecambcr Bay.
